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BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 


As AMENDED OcroBer 31, 1902. P 


ARTICLE, <1. 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. ‘The annual town meeting shall be held on the first 
Monday of March. 

Secr. 2. A copy of every warrant for a town meeting shall be left 
at every dwelling house in town, four days at least before the time 
named in the warrant for holding the said meeting. 

SecT. 3. Notice of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by 
the Town Clerk at the Town Hall, and shall be advertised in a 
newspaper published in Winchester, if any, as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment, stating briefly the business to come before the 
meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


Sect. 4. At the time appointed the Town Clerk shall call the 
meeting to order and read the warrant, and all persons present shall 
be seated and uncovered. 

Sect. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized the presid- 
ing officer shall call on any clergyman present to open the meeting 
with prayer; after which the Moderator shall submit the articles 
contained in the warrant to the action of the meeting. 

Sect. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if any 
other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall desire to 
speak ; nor shall any person speak more than ten minutes at one 
time, except by vote of permission. 

Secr. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two-thirds 
vote at the meeting at which it ispassed. When the previous ques- 
tion is moved, if the meeting shall decide that the previous question 
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shall not be ordered, then the debate shall continue the same as if 
the previous question had not been moved. 

Sect. 8. _No final action shall be taken at any meeting on the 
report of any committee previously chosen, when it involves an 
expenditure of $500 or more, unless the same shall be specially noti- 
fied in the warrant calling such meeting. 

Secr. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be governed by 
the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual of Parliamentary 
Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to immediately 
notify, in writing, all members of committees that may be elected or 
appointed at any town meeting, stating the business upon which they 
are to act and the names of the committee. 

Sect. 11. At each annual meeting, beginning with that of 1897, 
the town shall choose one Auditor, who shall be elected at each 
annual ineeting of the town thereafter, whose duty it shall be to 
inspect all bills presented against the town, see that they have the 
approval of the board or committee contracting the same, and are 
in proper form, indicate the account to which they are chargeable, 
and, if there are available funds, shall transmit the same, with his 
certificate, to the Selectmen, who shall draw their warrant on the 
town treasurer authorizing payment thereof; examine the books of 
the Treasurer, Collector and Water Board, and all funds or trust 
funds held for the benefit of the town by town officers, and report 
at the next town meeting in detail, under their respective heads, al 
the receipts and expenditures by the town for the previous year 
Said report, with the annual reports of the other town officers, shall 
be printed by the Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every dwell- 
ing house in town four days, at least, before the annual meeting. 
Said Auditor shall receive for his services such compensation as the 
town shall determine. ‘The term of the present Aditor shall ter- 
minate with the annual town meeting of 1897. 


ARTICLE II. 
FINANCIAL. 


SecTION 1, The financial year of the town shall begin with the 
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first day of January in each year and end with the thirty-first day of 
December following. 

Sect. 2. No money, except State and County taxes, and princi- 
pal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the town treasury 
without a warrant therefor, signed by the major part of the Select- 
men. 

Sect. 8. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to the Col- 
lector on or before the fifteenth day of August in each year, and the 
Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within fourteen days after such 
commitment. 

Sect. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as often as 
the amount in his hands reaches $500 or upwards, the Collector shall 
pay over to the Treasurer of the town all taxes by him collected, and 
shall, on or before the first secular day of January in each year, 
make up his annual account and render the same to the Selectmen. 

Sect. 6. ‘The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular day of 
January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, a full account 
of all his receipts and disbursements for the financial year last past. 

SEecr..7. At the conclusion of any town meeting the ‘Town Clerk 
shall send to the Auditor a certificate stating the amounts of the 
several appropriations made by the town. 


ARTICLE iH: 
STREETS, ETC, 


Section 1. The several streets in the town shall continue to be 
called and known by the names given to them respectively until the 
same shall be altered by vote of the town. 

Secr. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or aid in 
digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel 
therefrom, without having first obtained a written license from the 
Selectmen for that purpose. 

Sect. 3. No person shall obstruct any street by placing therein 
any house or other building, and no person shall move or draw 
through or over any street any such house or other building, without 
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the permission or license of the Selectmen in writing for that pur- 
pose, which license shall specify the terms and conditions allowing 
such obstruction of the street; and the licensee shall fully comply 
with all said termns and conditions. 

Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or team 
to any tree, not his own, standing in any public highway, street or 
public place in this town, or in any way cut or mutilate such tree. 

Sect. 5. Noowner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, 
horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer the 
same to go at large or to eraze on any street, lane, common, square, 
or other public place within this town, nor permit any such animal to 
go upon any sidewalk therein. 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any pub- 
lic street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, or 
privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in the same, except for the 
purpose of immediate removal therefrom. 

Secr. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters or figure of 
any kind, or place any sign, advertisement or placard upon or 
against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building or structure 
in or upon any street in this town, without the permission of the 
owner thereof. 

Sect. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or public 
walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly announced as 
permitted by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters 
within the town so as to be exposed to the view of passengers or 
other persons in any street, lane, alley or house within the town. 

Sect. 10. No person shall own, or keep in this town, any dog 
which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of 
any person. Whoever violates the foregoing provision shall be liable 
to a penalty of ten dollars. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Seci. 11. The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate the grade, 
width, and height of the sidewalks of any street as shall in their 
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judgment be most conducive to the convenience and interests of the 
town. 


Sect. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled, 
or other vehicle (except children’s hand carriages) over or upon 
any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any horse or other 
grazing animal under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or stand 
thereon. 


Secr. 13. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near to each other on any sidewalk, in such manner as to obstruct 
a free passage for foot passengers for a longer time than five min- 
utes, nor after a request to move on made by a constable, police 
officer, or any other officer of the town. 


Sect. 14. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or 
disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or insulting lan- 
guage in any public place, or near any dwelling house, or other 
building in the town, or be or remain upon any sidewalk, or upon 
any door step, or other projection from any house or other building 
so as to annoy or disturb any person or obstruct any passage 
to such house or building, and every person so being or remaining as 
aforesaid, when ordered by any constable, police officer, town officer, 
or by the owner or occupant of any such building, shall immediately 
and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 


Sect. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in any street, or 
on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain there, without first 
obtaining the consent in writing of the Board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 16. No person shall deal in, or keep a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles 
within the limits of the town, unless licensed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Sect. 17. No person shall in any public or private way throw 
any snow ball, stone or other substance or engage in any amusement, 
game or exercise interfering with the free, safe and convenient use 
of such public or private way. 

Sect. 18. Every person violating any of the provisions of any 
section of this article shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by com- 
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plaint before a trial justice or district court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in the County of Middlesex. 


ART ICUR TV. 
TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


SEcTion 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and fifteen 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdiction of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 10 
and 12, of the Public Statutes of this Commonwealth, or any pupil 
persistently violating the reasonable rules and regulations of the 
common schools, may be committed for a term not exceeding two 
years to the ‘House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the City of Lowell, and 
County of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and provided pur- 
suant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 


Secr. 2. Any minor, between the ages of seven and sixteen 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdiction of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 18 
and 20, of said Public Statutes, “may be committed for a term not 
exceeding beyond the age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen 
years for girls, to the institution named in the foregoing section.” 


ALLTICLE.\V. 


HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SECTION 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time 
grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they may 
deem expedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney carriages for the 
conveyance of persons for hire from place to place within the town, 
and they may revoke such licenses at their discretion, and a record 
of all licenses so granted shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem it 
expedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, or other- 
wise, to all persons interested, that on or before a given date all such

persons must apply for a license to set up, use, or drive a hackney 
carriage or carriages as set forth in the preceding section. 

Sect. 38. No person after said given date shall set up, use, or 
drive in the town any hackney carriage, for the conveyance of per- 
sons for hire from place to place within said town, without a license 
for such carriage from the Board of Selectmen, under a penalty not 
exceeding twenty dollars every time such carriage is used, and all 
licenses granted as aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May 
next, after the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, 
or transferred without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 

Sect. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one dollar shall 
be paid to the Town ‘Treasurer for the use of the town, and no 
license so granted shall operate to relieve the licensee from any 
penalty herein prescribed against persons without a license if he 
neglects or refuses to take out and pay for his license within ten 
days after notice that the same has been granted. 


AR TICLEON 1 


Section 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any of the 
foregoing By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of the town. 

Secr. 2. The records of the town and all important papers shall 
be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval by the 
Superior Court or a justice thereof. 

All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS

OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS, 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 


ADOPTED Marcu 27, 1876, anp AMENDED Marcu 4, 1901. 


The following rules, regulations and rates are adopted for the 
government of all officers, agents and water-takers authorized by an 
Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth 
day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled 
“Aa Act to supply the Town of Winchester with pure water,’ and . 
any Acts in addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, 
elected by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to 
and be governed by the following rules and regulations and _ all 
amendments thereof; and they are also empowered to appoint a 
Water Registrar and other necessary agents and assistants, and per- 
form all other duties set forth in these regulations, until the Water 
Board is elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Secrion 1. At the annual meeting in March 1877, the town shall 
elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of three legal voters, one 
of whom shall be elected for the term of three years, another shall 
be elected for two years, and another for one year; and the town 
shall annually thereafter elect, by ballot, one member of said Board 
for the term three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, make oath, in the same manner as other town officers, that he 
will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties in strict accord- 
ance with the following rules and regulations, and all amendments 
thereto that may hereafter be made by vote of the town. 
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No member shall receive any salary or other compensation for his 
SEIVIces. 

Sect. 2. When the powers of the present Water Commissioners 
shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exercise all the powers 
vested in said Commissioners or the town, by an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply 
the Town of Winchester with pure water,’ and by any Acts in addi- 
tion thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated ; and they 
shall have power to appoint necessary subordinate officers, agents, 
and assistants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, provided 
that the same shall not exceed, in the aggregate the sum appropri- 
ated by the town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this 
section shall be subject to any limitations, restrictions, and additions 
which may be made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 


Sect. 8. The water Bvard shall, annually, on or before the first 
day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, made up to and 
including the last day of December, containing a statement of the 
condition of all the water works, and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith; also a detailed account of all receipts and 
expenditures, together with any information or suggestions which 
they may deem important; and they shall, at the same time, trans- 


mit to the town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the 
following section. 


Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the Water 
Board, shall assess the water rates hereinafter established ; he shall 
once in each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the pre- 
mises of every water-taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, 
and see that the rules and regulations are strictly complied with ; 
and he shall, annually, on or before the first day of January, present 
to the Water Board a report containing a statement of the number 
of water-takers ; the number of cases where the water has been cut 
off; the number and amount of abatements; the amount of water 
rates assessed and collected and paid over to the ‘Town ‘Treasurer ; 
he shall also perform all other duties required of him by the Water 
Board. The Water Registrar shall transmit to the Collector of Taxes 
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the bills for water rates, and the Collector shall collect and pay over 
the same to the town treasurer weekly. 

Sect. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be payable to the 
Collector in advance,.on the first day of January and July in each 
year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for specific supplies or for 
fractional parts of a year shall be payable in advance, and before the 
water is turned on. 

. Sect. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent for sixty 

days after the same is due and payable, the Collector shall serve a 
summons at the premises of such delinquent; and unless said rent 
is paid within ten days thereafter, together with twenty-five cents 
for said summons, the Collector shall notify the Registrar, who shall 
cut off the water, and it then shall not be let on until the amount 
due, together with the twenty-five cents for the summons and two 
dollars for the shutting off and letting on is paid. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties take water 
from the same service pipes, although one or more of them may 
have paid the proportion due from him or them. 


Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the water 
rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper; and shall 
have the right to cut off the water from any street or section after 
giving timely notice to the takers of their intention so to do. 


Secr. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in which shall 
be entered the names of all persons who take the water, the kind of 
building, the name and number of the street, the nature of the use, 
the number of taps, and the amount charged ; which books shall be 
open to inspection. 

Secr. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or remove 
the cover of the same, or make any opening or connection with any 
pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the water from any pipe, 
fountain, reservoir or hydrant, except in case of fire, or by authority 
of the Water Board or Registrar, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than three dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any part 
thereof, of any springs, brooks, water courses or reservoirs belonging 
to the town, or polute or render impure the waters contained 
therein, or destroy or injure any dam, reservoir, acqueduct pipe, 
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hydrant or other work, he shall be prosecuted to the extent of the 
law. 

Sect. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all bills for 
water rates, and shall be considered a part of the contract with every 
person who takes the water; and every person by taking the water 
shall be considered to have expressed his assent to be bound 
thereby ; namely :— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes within 
their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in good repair 
and protected from frost, at their own expense, and they will be 
held responsible for all damage which may result from their failure 
to do so. | 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

83. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures 
inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water . 
Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises 
supplied, to examine the fixtures, and ascertain if there is-any un- 
necessary waste. . 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to the use 
of it under these regulations, unless by special written permit of the 
Water Board. 

Sect. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the rules con- 
tained in Section 11 the water shall be immediately cut off from the 
building or place where such violation occurred, although two or 
more parties may take the water through the same pipe; and shall 
not be let on except by order of the Water Board, and on the pay- 
ment of two dollars ; and in case of such violation the Water Board 
shall have the right to declare any payment made for the water by 
the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same 
shall thereupon be forfeited. | 

Sect. 18. The following rate shall be charged annually to the 
owners of the premises for the use of the water, the year commenc- 
ing on the first day of January, and ending the last day of Decem- 
ber.

BUILDING PURPOSES. 


Special rates to be made by the Water Board. 


MANUFACTURING AND OTHER PURPOSES. 


In all cases where large quantities of water are required, and when 
meters are demanded as provided by Section 14 of these rules and 
regulations, the charge for the same shall be ascertained by meters. 

For each hundred gallons two cents, provided, however, that the 
charge shall not be less than twelve dollars for any one year, and 
provided, further, that when the water is used by any one taker 
for one year, there shall be paid to the taker during the month of 
January in the following year, rebate of ten per cent on the bill 
paid for over 150,000 gallons, or fifteen per cent for 250,000 
gallons, or twenty-five per cent for over 500,000 gallons, or fifty 
per cent for over 1,000,000 gallons, respectively, for the year. 

Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any place they 
shall deem it for the interest of the town so to do; and any water- 
taker may demand to have a meter set on written application, and 
the payment of the manufacturer’s price of the same. 

Sect. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any water- 
taker to insert a pipe 0 de used only in case of fire. 

Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Department 
the sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant estub- 
lished within the limits of the town; and for water supplied to foun- 
tains, and for other public purposes, they may charge the 
department of the government for which the water is used the same 
rates that individuals or corporations would be charged for like 
purposes. 

Secr. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water Board by 
parties who have built, or intend to build, on unaccepted streets, for 
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an extension of the water pipes, they shall refuse such application, 
unless, on an examination of the premises, it is found that the street 
is properly graded, and that the income from the use of said water 
shall not be less than five per cent per annum on the cost of said 
extension.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR 
PLUMBING. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. The plumbing work of every building erected in the 
town of Winchester, used as a dwelling, tenement or lodging house, 
or where persons are employed, shall be separately connected with 
the public sewer when such sewer is provided ; or if such a sewer is 
not provided with a cess-pool constructed of such material and ca- 
pacity as the Board of Health shall direct. 

No plumbing shall be connected with the town sewer without the 
approval of the Board of Health, and all plumbing work required ° 
must conform to the regulations relating thereto. 

No rain conductors, surface or ground water drainage shall be con- 
nected with plumbing or drainage pipes which discharge into the 
public sewer or into cess-pools. 

Wherever there is a public sewer with which the sewerage system 
of a building is to be connected, the owner or agent shall, before de- 
termining the position of the main house sewer, obtain from the 
Sewer Commissioners: the location of the sewer branch which is to 
serve that building and said connection made in conformity to the 
rules of said Commissioners. 

No sewer from any building shall pass under another building, 
neither shall said sewer pass within five feet of the outside wall of 
any building, unless it be of extra heavy cast-iron pipe, having its 
joints made with molten lead, thoroughly calked and tested. 

No person shall discharge any stall drainage, or any contents of 
any privy vault, manure pit or carriage wash into the public sewer, 
except through an intervening catch-basin, the outlet pipe Qf which 
shall be high enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid 
contents from passing into the sewer. A sufficient trap shall be 
placed in every drain connecting such catch-basin with a sewer. 
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QUALIFICATIONS OF PLUMBERS. 


Sect. 2. No person shall engage in, or work at the business of 
plumbing in the town of Winchester, either as a master or employ- 
ing plumber, unless he has some recognized place of business in this 
or some other town or city in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and is duly licensed or certified to as such, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 455 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1894. 

Licensed master and journeymen plumbers shall be required to 
renew their licenses annually. In this town the time of renewal 
shall be in July of each year, at the office of the Board of Health. 

Certified plumbers shall also submit their certificate for registra- 
tion at the office of the Board annually in July. 

Plumbers shall at all times be prepared to exhibit or produce their 
license or certificate cards whenever called upon by the inspector of 
plumbing. 


APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 


* Sect. 8. Every plumber, before doing any work in a building 
shall, except in case of repairs of leaks, file at the office of the Board 
of Health, upon blanks furnished for the purpose, an application for 
a permit to do such work. Such application shall describe in detail 
the material or style of fixture proposed to be used, and a sketch of 
the pipes in position, and no work shall be commenced in any build- 
ing until the same is approved by the Inspector of Plumbing and a 
permit issued therefor. 
Applications shall be signed by the plumber. 


INSPECTION AND TESTING. 


Sect. 4. No sewer, soil, waste or vent pipes shall be covered or 
concealed from view until properly tested by the plumber in the 
presence and to the satisfaction of the Inspector of Plumbing, who 
shall examine the same within two working days after notice that 
they are ready for inspection. | Wherever, in the opinion of the In- 
spector of Plumbing, it is practicable, the soil, waste and vent 
pipes inside of the building must either be exposed to view or the 
plumber will be required to arrange with a carpenter or builder so 
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that the pipes may be covered with sutiable removable casings or 
covers in order that said pipes may be readily inspected at all times 
without injury to the walls or floors of the building. 

The water test shall be used on all new work, and on such old 
work as may be required by the Inspector. When the test is applied, 
all iron pipe joints and connections of lead and brass with the iron 
must be completed from the roof down to a point eight feet outside 
of foundation wall. 

Alliron hangers, clamps and necessary supports must also be in 
position, and the pipes filled with water to the height required by the 
Inspector. 

If, in the opinion of the Inspector of Plumbing, a water test is not 
practicable the plumber shall in the presence of said Inspector apply 
a smoke, peppermint or such other test as the Inspector may 
require. 

If, at the time of testing and examination, any leaks, defective or 
patched materials, improper connections, or evidence of unskilled or 
inferior workmanship be found, the same shall be condemned by the 
Inspector, and ordered by him to be corrected or removed, and no 
further progress shall be allowed on the work until the same is done 
and test renewed. 

Should the plumber fail, for a period of two days, to remedy any 
defects that may have heen pointed out to him by the Inspector, he 
shall not be granted any further permits until action is taken by the 
Board of Health. - 


MATERIAL AND SIZE OF PIPE. 


Secr. 5. That portion of the house sewer which is inside the 
walls of the building, and that portion which is outside the building 
but within eight feet of the foundation wall, shall be of cast iron 
pipe except that lead or brass pipes may be used for short connec- 
tions. 

Such cast iron pipes and fittings, whether used for soil, waste or 
vent pipes, shall be plain “extra heavy” cast iron, and till after the 
water test is applied, shall be free from paint, tar or other coating, 
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and shall be of uniform thickness, free from detects and shall have 
an average weight of not less than below specified :— 


2-inch pipe, 54 lbs. per foot. 
3-inch pipe, 94 lbs. per foot. 
4-inch pipe, 15 Ibs. per foot. 
5-inch pipe, 17 lbs. per foot. 
6-inch pipe, 20 lbs. per foot. 


Wrought iron soil or waste pipes can only be used by written per- 
mission trom the Board of Health and under such conditions as that 
Board may direct. 

If wrought iron vent pipes be used, they must be galvanized. 


CONSTRUCTION, ETC. 


Sect. 6. The house sewer, soil and waste pipes shal! have a fall 
towards their outlets, of at least 4 inch to a foot. ‘They shall be 
securely suspended from floor timbers by strong wrought iron hang- 
ers, or properly fastened to walls by heavy iron clamps, or dogs, or 
supported by brick piers laid on solid stone or ground foundation, 
and graded in a proper manner. 

Drain pipes shall be carried upwards as directly as practicable of 
undiminished diameter and shall be of not less than four-inch bore 
where they pass through the roof. These pipes shall he left open at 
tho top (uncapped, but may be provided with wire cages) and car- 
ried to a height not less than two feet above the roof, and not less 
than five feet above the top of windows and openings into any 
building within fifteen feet of such pipe. 


FITTINGS. 


Changes in direction of all iron, sewer, soil or waste pipes shall be 
made with full Y branches and eighth bends, or other easily curved 
fittings. ‘The ordinary short quarter bend shall not be used at foot 
of vertical stacks or on horizontal runs. 

All branch connections on horizontal pipes shall be made through 
full Y branches, but T’s may be used for vent pipes. Extra heavy 
brass fittings, approved by the Inspector, shall be used in all cases 
for.lead and iron connections and cleanouts. 
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CLEANOUTS. 


Every house sewer, soil or waste pipe shall have accessible heavy 
brass cleanouts at such points as the inspector shall deem necessary. 
A main heavy brass cleanout shall be provided at every building out- 
side of the main running trap and in as direct line as possible with 
the street sewer connections. ‘This main cleanout must be at all 
times accessible and so located as _ to allow the introduction of one- 
inch sectional rods, four feet in length, coupled together so as to 
reach the public sewer or cess-pool. Brass screw cleanouts to have 
gaskets of lamp wicking and tallow. 


JOINTS. 


Joints on all cast iron pipes shall be made with oakum and soft 
molten lead thoroughly caulked and left clean, without paint, putty 
or cement until approved by the Inspector. After the inspector has 
approved the work the joints may be painted but no putty or cement 
shall at any time be used on the joints. Joints in galvanized iron 
vent and in brass waste and vent pipes shall be made with red lead 
and carefully screwed together. No unions or ‘slip’’ joints shall be 
used in connection with the waste or vent pipes on the sewer side of 
the traps. . 

Joints on lead waste or vent pipes, or on lead connecting with 
brass fittings, shall be “wiped joints” full sized in all cases. No 
cup, wiped cup, overcast or other such joints will be allowed on the 
sewer side of traps, or on the fixture side unless exposed to view. 

All connections of lead with cast iron pipes shall be made with 
extra heavy brass ferrules, properly caulked into the iron hub, or 
with heavy brass socket nipples, into which the spigot end of the 
iron pipe shall be caulked as in the joints of iron pipes. 

All connections of lead with galvanized wrought iron vents shall be 
made with heavy brass screw soldering nipples wiped to lead and 
screwed iuto fitting of wrought iron pipe. 


DRIP AND OVERFLOW WASTES. 


All drip or overflow pipes from tanks, coolers, safes or fixtures 
shall be carried to some open sink or place where they may be at all 
times visible. 
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Waste pipes from refrigerators or other receptacles for the storage 
of food or provisions shall not be connected with the sewerage sys- 
tem without permission of the Board of Health. 


No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall connect with the 
house sewer, soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge 
into a suitable tank or condenser from which a _ proper outlet shall 
be provided. 


TRAP WASTE AND FRESH AIR INLET PIPES. 


Secr. 7. ‘The house sewer shall in all cases, whether connected 
with cess-pool or public sewer, be provided with a running trap of 
the same size as the said house sewer, located beyond all house con- 
nections, which trap will be provided with an accessible heavy brass 
cleanout and located either outside or inside the foundation walls 
of the building. If outside a man-hole must be provided for the 
running trap. Fresh air inlets, if used, shall not be less than four 
inches internal diameter, entering the house sewer between the run- 
ning trap (and as near as possible to said trap but not on the trap— 
itself) and all house connections. Unless the running trap is located 
in a man-hole outside of the house, and an “‘indirect”’ fresh-air inlet, 
is provided for the same, in accordance with plan on file at office of 
Board of Health, said fresh-air inlet must be at least twenty feet in 
length. The open end of the fresh-air inlet must terminate in 
external air, and as remote as practicable (not less than ten feet) 
from all doors, windows and cold air intakes of heating or ventilat- 
ing apparatus. 


dvery sink, basin, bath-tub, slop hopper, water-closet, set of trays, 
or other fixtures, shall be furnished witha suitable and separate trap, 
placed as near as practicable to the fixture it serves, except that if 
a sink and set of trays or a basin and bath-tub are close together and 
the waste pipes from fixtures to trap do not exceed thirty inches in 
length from each fixture, and are independently connected with the 
trap, then one five-inch round trap placed between them may be 
used for both fixtures. 


Traps for all fixtures except water-closets shall have cleanout 
screws either on the side or bottom, so as to be under the water 
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seal. Bath-tub traps placed between ceilings and floors must be 
provided with an accessible proper safe placed beneath them. 

A suitable independently ventilated grease trap shall be provided 
for the sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating house, boarding house 
or other public cooking establishment and for such other places as 
may be required by the Board of Health. 


SOIL AND WASTE PIPES. 


Soil pipes from water closets shall not be of less than four inches 
internal diameter. Waste pipes from the traps of fixtures such as 
sinks, basins, baths or wash trays shall be of two-inch cast iron with 
short connections of lead. Such connections shall not be of less 
than one and one-quarter inch bore, and must not be branched into 
each other, but shall be separately connected with the iron pipe. 

Waste pipes from the traps of sinks and wash trays shall not be 
connected with the bends or traps of water closets, but the waste 
pipe from ove trap which serves for a bath tub or basin (or both, 
where they adjoin), may be connected with a lead bend fixed below 
any floor for water closet connections, and no other waste pipe will 
be allowed to enter or connect with such bends. 


AIR AND VENT PIPES. 


All fixture traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure 
by special cast iron, galvanized wrought iron, lead or brass air pipes 
of a size not less than the outlets of said traps, except that for water 
closet traps, they shall not be less than two-inch bore for thirty feet 
or less, and not less than three-inch bore for more than thirty feet, 
to run from the crown of the trap or from the top of the lead bend 
below water closet trap. 

These special pipes shall be run as direct as possible and upwards 
through the roof, or to the main line of soil pipe above all fixtures. 
If air pipes are carried through the roof they must be of not less 
than four-inch bore from underside of roof, and treated the same as 
provided for upper end of drain pipes under Section 6. 

The trap for the upper fixture on a line of soil or waste pipe (if 
within two feet of the stack in a horizontal line) shall not require a 
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special air pipe, unless the outlet should be branched into a stack 
more than six inches below the water line of the trap. 

“‘Bow’’ venting will not be allowed except by special permission 
of the Board of Health and the Plumbing Inspector, in which case 
the ‘‘bow’’ must be run full size of pipe as high as the top of the 
fixture and return without being trapped. 

Air pipes of less than two-inch bore shall be increased to that 
size if run beyond twenty feet. 

Lead pipes, when used for air pipes, shall not be run behind 
walls, sheathing, casings, under.floors or other places not fully ex- 
posed to view at all times. 


WATER CLOSETS. 


Sec. 8. Water closets shall be of a pattern satisfactory to the 
Board of Health, and shall be supplied with water from a tank hold- 
ing at least six gallons, and through a flushing pipe of not less than 
one and one-quarter inch bore. 

A line of water closets adjoining each other on the same floor 
may be supplied from one tank of sufficient capacity to hold six 
gallons of water for each closet it serves. ‘‘Flushometer”’ types of 
closets may be used with one tank in attic if satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. 

Water closets situated in places exposed to action of frost may 
be so arranged as to be supplied with water directly from the main, 
but in all such cases the fixture must be such as shall meet the 
approval of the Board of Health. 

No water closet shall be placed in an apartment that has not 
sufficient light and an opening of at least two square feet to the 
external air, unless there is a suitable cuct or pipe leading to a 
heated flue. . 

Porcelain trap water closets in which the connection between the 
porcelain trap and lead bend is on the sewer side of fixture trap 
shall have a cast brass floor place properly soldered to the bend. 
The flange of the water closet shall be securely bolted to the floor 
plate, and the joint made tight with grafting wax, or other substance 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Plumbing. 


DEFECTIVE PLUMBING, ETC. 


Sect. 9. These regulations shall apply to all new plumbing work 
hereafter constructed in the town. Alterations made in plumbing 
already in use must, in the future, be in accord with these regula- 
tions, and such alterations will be ordered by the Board of Health 
whenever in their opinion they judge it necessary for the public 
health and safety. It will be so judged when after examination by 
the Inspector any old plumbing work is found to be defective. 

In such case the Inspector shall report to the Board of Health the 
nature of the defects and furnish the owner with a copy of the 
same. Should the owner neglect to remedy the defect pointed out 
in such report within the time specified, the Board shall set time for 
a hearing, and give the owner at least three days’ notice thereof 
that he may attend and show cause why he should not be required 
to make the alterations. After such hearing the Board will take def- 
inite action in the matter. | 

When buildings, which formerly connected with vaults or cess- 
pools are connected with the sewer, the old connection shall be un- 
covered ouéside of the building, a section of the same removed and 
the ends solidly cemented. 

The vaults and cess-pools shall also be discontinued and emptied 
within one month after the sewer connection is made and then filled 
with proper material. 


PENALTY. 


Sect. 10. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding /i/¢y dollars for each and every viola- 
tion thereof.

To see if the Town will designate the banking institu- 
tions in which the Treasurer shall deposit the Town’s ey or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Vote was offered but it was not carried. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will transfer the amount already ap- 
propriated for construction and maintenance of bath house to the 
abatement of tax account. 


Voted, That fifteen hundred dollars already appropriated for con- 
struction and maintenance of bath house be transferred to abate. 
ment of tax account. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will buy or take a lot of land, or 
make use of any land now owned by it, on which to erect a High 
School building, build and furnish such school building, authorize a 
loan by the issue of notes or bonds of the Town and appropriate 
money therefor, determine by and through whom the money shall 
be expended, or do anything in relation to the same. 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be and hereby is authorized and 
instructed, under the direction of the Selectmen, to issue and sell, as 
provided by Chapter 426 of the Acts of the Legislature for the year 
1902, one hundred and ten (110) coupon bonds of the Town, in 
sums of one thousand dollars ($1000) each, payable as follows :

three and one-half per cent per annum, payable semi-annually in 
each yearupon the presentation of the coupons attached to said 
bonds and payable to the bearer. Any premium oraccrued interest on 
said bonds when sold, except so much thereof as may be required to pay 
the expense of engraving, issuing and selling such bonds, shall be 
credited to ‘interest account.’”” The proceeds of said bonds, to the 
amount of one hundred and ten thousand dollars ($110,000), are 
hereby appropriated to be expended under the direction of a com- 
mittee of seven to be appointed by the Moderator, for the building 
and furnishing of a high school building on the parcel of land now 
owned by the Town and situated between Washington and Main 
streets and being the lot devised tothe Town by Nancy 8. Howe. 


Any vacancy occurring in said committee by resignation or other- 
wise, may be filled by the remaining members of said committee.

FIFTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT | 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


WAYS AND BRIDGES. 


A detailed statement of the work of this department may be 
found in the Superintendent’s reporti\and of the engineering features 
in the Engineer’s report. On account of the building of drains in 
Church and Swanton streets their macadamizing has not been com- 
pleted this year, as intended, as all such trenches should have at 
least a year’s time in which to settle before being built over. Both 
of these streets should be finished the coming year, also the short 
piece on the northerly end of Highland ave. ; this done these streets 
will be macadamized their entire length. Wildwood street from Mr. 
Goodwin’s to Church street should be rebuilt as it is in very poor 
condition ; while there are other streets that should be rebuilt, per- 
haps, we believe that before any building is begun in the spring the 
streets already built should first be repaired, and we think this 
should be made the established policy of the town for every year. 


BRIDGES. 


No bridges have been built this year and only some minor repairs 
made. Bacon street bridge must either be rebuilt or extensive 
repairs made immediately as it has reached the limit of decadence 
that we can afford to risk. Nothing has been done about the 
bridge or street (Main street) near Whitney’s mill, it seeming good 
poticy to wait awhile longer, and the Walnut street bridge is in 
about the same position. ‘The iron fence of the Pleasant street 
bridge is delapidated and unsightly and should be replaced.

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


Surface drainage from Church and adjoining streets to Mystic 
pond has been practically completed and next year the problems at 
Symme’s corner and Cross street should be dealt with and perhaps 
Elm street. This surface drainage of the town will be very expen- 
sive and should have most careful consideration. 


STREET SIGNS AND GUIDE BOARDS AND STREET NUMBERING. 


Fifty street signs have been erected and guide boards placed at 
the town lines. Some more signs should be erected next year and 
old ones repainted and gilded, and in the future should be looked 
after from year to year and kept in good condition. Good looking 
street signs add greatly to the appearance of a town and should not 
be neglected. But few petitions for street numbering have been 
received and therefore little has been done. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


Three arcs and eight incandescents have been ordered and when 
installed there will be 42 arc and 213 incandescent street lights in 
the town. We have had several petitions to place lights upon pri- 
vate ways, but as the policy of the town in the past has been to light 
only the public ways we have not cared to grant such requests with- 
out authority from the town although there may be justice in them. 

We have requested the Woburn Light, Heat & Power Company 
to put new reflectors upon the incandescent lamps, and the work is 
now in progress. The company offers to reduce the price on the 
arc lights $5 a year each on a three years’ contract, which the town 
might well consider. ‘The service is now satisfactory. 


CONCRETING. 


Concreting by contract has never been satisfactory, and we favor 
the establishment of a town plant, which will not be expensive, and 
while the first cost of the work will be more than in the past we are 
satisfied the result will be much better in the end. 
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Town STABLE AND YARD. 


The immediate need of a stable, yard and outbuildings is a crying 
one, but as the special committee on this matter will report on or 
before the annual meeting we will not anticipate its findings, believ- 
ing action is certain to follow from the exigencies of the demand. 


WEDGE Ponp Way. 


We have not carried out the vote passed at the last annual town 
meeting because we have waited for the Parish and the Calumet 
Club to settle certain questions between them, which we are in- 
formed will be accomplished soon, when we will take up the matter 
as requested. 


ACTIONS ON PETITIONS FOR LAYOUTS OF STREETS. 


Lloyd street and Maxwell road have been accepted by the town 
as public ways this year, and we shall report Mason street and Wol- 
cott road for acceptance at the next town meeting. Petitions for 
layouts of the following streets were received, and after hearings pe- 
titioners were given leave to withdraw: Arthur, White, Blind Bridge 
streets, Euclid avenue, Woodside and Maple roads. ‘There are no 
petitions now on file. 

The grades of Clematis and Fletcher streets, Everett avenue, and 
Sheffield road, and of a part of Walnut and Wildwood streets, have 
been established according to plans of the Town Engineer. 

The work of the Street Department, under Superintendent Henry 
A. Spates, continues to improve; the men are interested in their 
duties, and the Town is to be congratulated on having a force that 
compares favorably with that of any other municipality. 


Town Hau BuILDING. 


An examination of the building last Spring showed that many 
repairs were needed, and while much has been done this year, there 
remains a great deal that should have attention next year. Some of 
the offices are not convenient for the officials or for the public, but 
lack of room has prevented changes. When the present Library 
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quarters are available for the purpose the offices can be re-arranged 
to good advantage. The increased cost of coal has added largely 
to the expense of running the building. We suggest that the town 
consider extending the grounds to the river, and also on Washington 
street to preserve the appearance of the building and give it appro- 
priate grounds. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department has been efficient and satisfactory, and we would 
refer you to the Chief’s report for details. 


SUITS AND CLAIMS. 


No suits have come to trial this year, although several important 
ones are entered against the town. We have settled two cases of 
minor importance. For details of cases see the Town Counsel’s 
report. 


EATON STREET LOT. 


Pursuant to a vote of the towa at the last annual meeting appro- 
priating fifteen huudred dollars for clearing and grading this lot, we 
advertised for bids based on plans of the town engineer, but as all 
the bids were above the appropriation, we modified the plans some- 
what and called for new bids and awarded the contract to Messrs. 
Thomas Quigley & Son, whose figures were the lowest, and they have 
practically completed the work ina satisfactory manner. We believe 
a little more work should be done on the lot in the spring to smooth 
it up beyond what the contract covered and to take off a little more 
of the ledge near the school house. The removal of this unsightly 
ledge is a great improvement to the neighborhood. 


Quast PusLic CORPORATIONS. 


The street railway service is in the main satisfactory and the cars 
are now good, but the signal and telephone system should be estab- 
lished upon the Reading and Arlington line, and the rails on Wash- 
ington street from Pleasant to Lebanon street relaid. 
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In the rebuilding of Pleasant street the Bostonand NorthernS. R.R. 
Co. refused to comply with certain conditions contained in its orig- 
inal grant of location and we shall ask the town for authority to en- 
force same. The Boston and Maine R. R. Co. has expended a 
large amount of money in improvements between Wedgemere and 
Winchester Centre this year, greatly improving the appearance of the 
town. The Arlington Gas Light Co. has extended its mains consid- 
erably. The service and the rates of the Woburn Light, Heat and 
Power Co. seem to be satisfactory generally. For report upon 
poles, wires, etc., see the Inspector of Wires report. 


In GENERAL. 


We recommend that the salaries for Town Counsel, Town Engi- 
neer, Inspector of Animals and Inspector of Wires be paid from 
Town Officers’ account. The first two are now divided among sev- 
eral accounts, which makes much bother and confusion, and the last 
two are paid from Incidentals account, which should not include 
fixtures of this nature. 

Macadam streets should be kept watered in dry weather, and we 
recommend that those upon which the street cars run be watered by 
the street railway watering car method as being the most satisfactory 
way. ‘There are between six and seven miles of streets in our town 
that can be so covered, and the.expense would be about $300 a 
mile for the season. The other streets could then be easily taken 
care of by the carts. 

We suggest that supplies which the town uses in large quantities, 
through the various departments, such as fuel, grain, hay, straw, oil, 
etc., should be bought in wholesale quantities soas to get the benefit 
of such rates. 

It would seem as if the town could afford to carry its own fire in- 
surance, as it is a very wealthy corporation, which has to earn no divi- 
dends, and even a Jarge loss, which it may never have, would not 
embarrass it at all.

REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN—Herewith I submit my annual report as Town En- 
gineer for the year ending December 31, 1902. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF STREET GRADES. 


The establishment of street grades has taken much time of the 
department this year. Early in the season Washington street from 
Forest street to the Woburn line was rebuilt, and lines and grades 
given for same, from time to time as the work progressed. ‘This 
section of Washington street was in bad shape, the roadbed being 
very flat laterally and in consequence did not drain properly. Pock- 
ets of loam were encountered and this material made the condition 
worse. 

Forest street from Washington street to the Stoneham line has 
been reconstructed this season, and was, taken as a whole, an ex- 
pensive piece of work. Owing to the flatness of the cross section of 
this street it was impossible to obtain the crown desired without low- 
ering the grades of the St. R. R. tracks. By doing this the expense 
of providing material to obtain crown was saved. Some fills were 
necessary but the greater part of the track construction was in cut. 
Drains were built at several places to take care of surface water. 

While work on the tracks was in progress, an assistant from this 
office gave grades, so that track when laid corresponded with records 
in this office. 

The crown of roadbed is ten inches above track for the greater 
portion of the way, and the general appearance of this street is the 
best of any in town. 

Walnut street from Main street to Boston and Lowell R. R. has 
been newly graded and constructed. Records in this office show

the established grade of same. The rebuilding of this street has 
greatly improved the general appearance of this section. 

Pleasant street from Main street to Washington street has been 
resurfaced and graded, making more crown to the street which was 
very much needed. A catch basin and drain has been constructed 
at a low point near the bridge to take water running between rail- 
road tracks. 

Grades have been established on Clematis street, Everett avenue, 
Fletcher street, Sheffield road and Wildwood street. On none of 
these streets has any work been done, except on Fletcher street, a 
short section next to Church street was filled, on account of surface 
drainage and to better the condition generally. 

Profiles of all the above named streets are on record in this office, 
with elevations referring to “Town of Winchester Base.” 

A great many street grades have been established in previous 
years with assumed base known only to the Engineer who did the 
work. While these answered to build the road by there is no way 
to reproduce the same elevation, without going to the engineer who 
laid out the work, as I have not found on any profile made, (before 
the establishing of a uniform base of levels), any reference to bench 
marks used. 

By using and making grade lines referring to this base, any en- 
gineer can reproduce the established grades at any time. ‘The ele- 
vation of sewer and surface water drains also refer to same base, 
which shows their reference to one another. 


GENERAL SURVEYS. 


Not a great deal of work has been done on surveys of street lines 
A beginning was made in determining the lines of streets having no 
stone bounds, to mark the street lines, but was dropped on account 
of other work. This work should be carried on another year and 
bounds set. 

A great many streets in town have no stone bounds to mark the 
lines, and engineers coming from out of town, to do work on these 
streets, as well as this office, are put to a great deal of trouble and 
expense to determine the lines, and unless bounds are placed it is 
necessary to go through the same amount of work each time. 
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One or two small surveys have been made for the Assessors 
There is no doubt but what the town should have a proper and com- 
plete set of plans made for the assessors. 


LepceE Lor GRADING. 


Plans and sections were prepared for grading the lot known as the 
“Ledge Lot” on Eaton street. 

The amount of money appropriated would not cover the expense 
of grading the lot to the lines first laid down. After finding that 
the work could not be done, the grades were changed according to 
your directions, making the grade one foot higher than was original- 
ly intended. 

Specifications and contracts were prepared and bids asked for ; 
Thomas Quigley & Son, being the successful bidders. 

Work was begun soon after the contract was signed and carried 
on according to specifications. The lot is now in condition to be 
covered with loam and seeded down, with the exception of some 
stone, and one corner should have brush cut off. 

The general appearance of the lot could be bettered by cutting off 
a section in the rear of the school building. From ten to twelve feet 
has already been taken off of this section. 

The work was carried along very carefully, no accident to persons 
occurred, and only one or two small ones to buildings. 

It was necessary to reset the grades quite a number of times on 
account of the heavy cutting, as the grade marks could not be pre- 
served. Ithink as a whole, a great improvement has been made, 
and I think the town could well afford to spend an equal amount of 
money, next year as it has this year, on this lot. 


CHURCH STREET DRAINAGE. 


The drains in Church street and their outfall to Mystic Lake re- 
quired a great deal of my time, during their construction, superin- 
tending and giving lines and grades. ‘This is the most complete sys- 
tem of service water drainage in the town. ‘There is a short section 
yet incomplete, through the land of Mr. D. P. Blaikie. When this 
is done there will be an outfall to the lake with capacity large enough 
to drain a large area. 
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The sides of open ditch have been sodded with the exception of 
a short section at end of 24-inch pipe in Glen Road. While this 
sodding was the only thing that could be done to prevent wash on 
banks, it would have been much more permanent to have rip-raped 
sides, but on account of the reduction in appropriations asked for, 
it was impossible to do other than sod sides. I would advise 
another season that the bottom of open ditch be paved, and carried 
up on the sides somewhat, if during the spring freshets the sods 
show any effect of wash I am of the opinion that these sods will 
slide or washout, on account of the extreme lateness of the season 
in which they were laid. : 

Catch-basins have been constructed at points in Church street to 
take surface water, and are located near enough together, so that 
there will not be any large concentration of water to overload any 
one catch basin, with the exception of those taking the water from 
Oxford street and Wedgemere avenue. 

The catch basins, especially at Wedgemere avenue, should have 
larger openings, or better still, the drain should be carried up 
Wedgemere avenue to Calumet road, thereby cutting off some of 
the water, in fact a great deal of it, as four basins should be con- 
structed at the junction of these streets. If no provision is made 
to take the water at High street and Cambridge street, either a large 
grating sbould be put at Wedgemere avenue, ar extend the drain 
100 to 150 feet towards Cambridge street, to take some of the 
water before reaching Wedgemere avenue. Provisions should be 
made at High street to take the greater part of this water either by 
the town or State Highway Commission. 

The I agrange street drain has not been constructed, but should 
be another year, as the condition of this street during a storm is 
very bad, and at times almost impassable. 

Culverts have been constructed at Glen road and Everett avenue, 
and are built in a substantial manner. 

At Sheffield road the main water pipe was encountered in such a 
way that it was necessary to divert the line of drain or change the 
water pipe. By diverting the drain and carrying it along in the 
Westerly side walk to Fletcher street, it was only necessary to build 
one extra man hole, and the whole expense was, no doubt, less than 
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changing the water main. All vitrified pipe that came within 
three feet of the surface was covered with cement concrete to pro- 
tect the same. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


STREET DRAINAGE. 


The town asa whole is not properly drained. A great many of 
the pipes are too small, and the tendency is, that more water will 
run to them in a given length of time, than ever before, on account 
of making the street more impervious to water, and grading lawns 
towards the streets. 

When drains have been built, not having any elevations taken, or 
any calculations made, to determine how other streets were to drain, 
it has been found in most cases, that the first drains built were too 
high to allow new drains to enter and obtain a proper grade. There 
are a few drains in town large enough and laid out, so that they will 
be of some future use. Of these the most important are, a section 
in Main street, from Herrick street to Washington street, in Church 
street, from Common street to Pine street, the new drains con- 
structed this year, and a few short sections scattered throughout the 
town. 


WASHINGTON STREET DRAINS. 


The drains on Washington street, while they range from 12 
to 24 inches in size, are not large enough, as has been proven a 
number of times since they were constructed. This section of the 
town contributing to these drains, is very steep, and the water 
arrives in a very short space of time at Washington street. This 
street having a light grade, it was impossible to obtain anything but 
a comparatively flat grade in the drain. The sizes having not been 
calculated but merely guessed at, the result is, overflowing, cutting 
out of this street, and making expense for repairs. 

It will now be necessary, to ever stop this overflow, to construct 
a section of drain in Washington street, enlarge the outfall to more 
than twice its present size and place inlet stones at all catch basins. 
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The diverting of the water in Highland avenue, from Long Pond 
Brook, will help the drain from Hancock street to Nelson street, in 
Washington street, but it will not help the outfall section, but it will 
also make a congestion at head of Eaton street. Here we have a 
large area above Highland avenue, from Hillcrest to Eaton street, 
draining into Highland avenue, and concentrating atone point. On 
streets having the grade that this has, catch basins should not be 
further apart than four hundred feet, so as to cut the water off and 
not allow it all to arrive at one point on the surface. There are 
times when even the largest grates made, will not take all the water 
that runs to them, even if the pipe leading from them will do so, 

Since Wolcott road has been constructed, more water than ever 
is to be thrown into Highland avenue, and ina shorter space of 
time. 

To remedy the difficulty on Highland avenue, I would advise con- 
structing a drain as far as the North side of the North entrance of 
Wolcott road, so as to take part of this water, and to take water 
which flows from this street. 


DRAINS AT CENTER OF TOWN. 


In the square at the centre of town a network of drains of various 
dimensions exists, and while they, in some cases take care of the 
water, those on the westerly side of the railroad do not. 

Should it be necessary ever to rebuild the streets in and around 
the square, I would advise putting in a drain of proper dimension 
and of such depth that a sufficient grade could be obtained from 
the catch basins. The trouble is now, that the main drains are not 
large enough or deep enough. ‘The laterals are very flat and small, 
and at times of heavy storms, do not take care of the water, with 
the result that the railroad crossing is flooded. 

There should be a large catch basin at the north end of Common 
to take the water running on that side of Church street, and do 
away with the paved gutter across Common street. Where possi- 
ble gutters across ends of streets should be done away with. 

There are too many places in town to enumerate where drainage 
should be provided. I will submit a report on the problem of drain- 
age at Symmes corner, which is the largest taken up as yet by the 
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town. Yourboard is familiar with the situation at Cross street, 
which should have attention another season. 

If Wildwood street is constructed another season, some provision 
for drainage will have to be made at several points. 

Leach basins have been constructed on Richardson street, near 
Rumford school, as a temporary method of draining. 

One also has been constructed on Sheffield road at Alesworth 
avenue. 


DRAINS AT LLOYD STREET -AND MAXWELL Roap. 


A short section of twelve and fifteen inch drain has been laid in 
Lloyd street from Maxwell road south, connecting with a drain laid 
some years ago by private parties. It was necessary to take up some 
of the old drain to obtain any grade whatever, even then, a fall of 
only two-tenths of a foot in one hundred feet could be obtained. 

Three catch basins were constructed at junction of Maxwell road 
and Lloyd street. ‘Twelve inch cast iron pipe was laid into catch 
basins, as pipes came very near the surface. ‘The brook through the 
Manchester estate should be diverted so as to prevent overflowing of 
the property between Main street and Lloyd street. 

The way in which this drain discharges, it is impossible to control 
the same, without laying pipe to Lloyd street, and the pipe in this 
street isnot of sufficient size to carry off the water, if this is done. 


PROPOSED ELM STREET DRAINS. 


Surveys were made for proposed drain to take district in and adja- 
cent to Elm street. The conditionin this section is bad in extreme 
freshets, and should be properly drained. 

I have located this season all catch basins and inlets to drains and 
all drain locations that were possible, (without excavating), through- 
out the town, and will plot these locations on plans, so as to have a 
record as far as possible. 

The surface water drainage of the town isone of the largest prob- 
lems that we have, and unless the surface water is taken care of 
the cost of maintaining the streets will be greater. 

The entire east side of the town where the streets have heavy 
grades should have drains laid in them at least half way their 
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lengths, to intercept the flow of water, and to prevent the volume 
that it is impossible to control at the foot of these streets. 


STREET MAINTENANCE. 


When streets have street railways located in them, they should be 
watered by the Street Car Watering System, as water properly ap- 
plied is absolutely necessary to preserve the surface of Macadam 
streets as all road builders concede. Ojl has been used with good 
results in the West, and I cannot see why it could not be here, on 
outlaying roads where it is expensive to water. 


WIDTH OF ROADBED TO BE MAINTAINED. 


There is one other question that is important in cost of main- 
taining streets. This is the amount to be maintained. I think that 
we should on all residential streets cut down the width of roadbed. 
A large part of our town ways are in residential sections, with very 
little business done on them. Most of these streets are laid out 
forty feet wide. As a general thing not over sixteen feet is taken up 
for sidewalks and borders, leaving twenty-four feet for gutters and 
roadbed. Allof this has to be maintained by the town, and not over 
fifteen feet of this is used, weeds, grass and dirt collect on the sides 
(giving the streets an unsightly appearance) and is an expense to 
remove. 

I would beg to suggest that hereafter not over seventeen feet be 
taken forthe roadbed, eleven for planting spaces, and twelve feet for 
the sidewalks. A roadbed of seventeen feet is ample room for two 
teams to pass one another, and there is seven feet less to maintain. 
This type would apply to 40 foot streets only. This, in the number 
of miles that we now have, and more, that we will have, will amount 
toa great deal. ‘The general appearance is bound to be better, 
there will be plenty of room for trees and sidewalks, the gutters wiil 
be further away from tree roots (which throw them out of shape), 
more room to place telephone and other poles, so that they will not 
project into sidewalks. The town would not have to maintain grass 
plots, as in my opinion, people would be glad todo this. Curbing 
could be placed at any time and not narrow the roadbed. 
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The improvement in front of the Wadleigh school will, I think, 
give an example of road side improvement, when completed. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Not enough attention has been given to the sidewalks of the town 
in myopinion. During the last five years over one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars has been spent on the highways. In that 
time a little over seven thousand dollars has been spent on the side- 
walks. While this amount in itself is considerable, yet the side- 
walks of the greater portion of the town are poor. ‘Tar concrete has 
been used extensively throughout the town for permanent walks, but 
a great deal of this was formerly laid on a poor foundation, and 
presents a very uneven and unsightly appearance. 

It would, in my opinion, be good policy to spend a liberal amount 
of each year’s highway appropriation in bettering the condition of 
the sidewalks and also the crosswalks. 


HIGHWAY BRIDGES. 


Some of the bridges in the Town are undoubtedly safe, but 
taken as a whole are not a credit to the town, as far as architectural 
effect goes. There are others that are neither safe nor artistic. 
The Bacon street bridge especially is in very bad condition. The 
parapet wall on the up stream side is about to collapse, and one pier 
is ina very unsafe condition. Also there are at least ten of the 
covering stones entirely broken through. 

If this bridge should have any unusual strain from ice flow or 
otherwise, it would undoubtedly collapse. 

There has undoubtedly been a continual cutting away and settle- 
ment of the river bed, causing the foundation to give way. The 
bridge was very poorly constructed in the first place, foundations 
apparently were not considered properly, and no inspection made by 
the town, by one who was competent. 

This bridge should have attention next season without fail. There 
is an opportunity to make a very attractive looking bridge at this 
point, and would add greatly to the improvements already made and 
contemplated along the river. 
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The Whitney Bridge, so called, on Main street, has not been con- 
structed as yet ; when this is done the waterway at overflow should be 
enlarged. The pier in the culvert should be removed, in my 
opinion, unless abutments are moved back. ‘The freshet of last 
spring demonstrated this fact, the water in pond backing up so as to 
stand considerably above the openings in the bridge at Pleasant 
street. Had the openings in the Main street bridge been sufficiently 
large, there would have been no back water. Elevations taken 
at noon of March Ist, 1902, show that the water stood 24 feet 
above dam, and the water raised even after that. 

Levels taken at Bacon street bridge also showed a difference in 
elevation of the water to be one foot higher above bridge than 
below it, showing that the openings in the bridge are not large 
enough. 

There is nothing that adds more to the Town’s genera] appearance 
than substantial and artistic Highway bridges. ‘The town is much 
behind the times as far as bridges go, and it would seem to be very 
good policy to make a beginning by entirely reconstructing in a 
permanent manner, the Bacon street bridge, next season. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


As I make a special report on Sewers to the Sewer Commissioners, 
I will not go into the detail of this part of the Engineering work. 
More than one-half of my time has been taken on this branch of 
work, including studies, lines, grades and supervision. ‘There is a 
possibility of a decrease in the amount of Sewer construction another 
year. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Work for the Water Department has been confined merely to the 
location of pipes. Regarding this I would advise having all pipe 
lines staked out by this office, as is done on Sewer construction. 
By doing this, locations of pipes may be plotted more accurately 
and locations of branches, gates and hydrants more easily obtained. 

The method employed now is very unsatisfactory, often nothing 
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can be found on the ground to locate pipes from, that will enable 
us to plot locations on plans. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


During this season cross section lines have been run in un- 
developed section of Wildwood Cemetery, and stone bounds placed 
to mark intersection. These points have been plotted on plans, and 
roads, lots, etc., and can be laid out from plans at any time. 

A topographical survey should be made of the undeveloped sec- 
tion, so that grades of streets may be worked up more compre- 
hensively. ‘Three or four streets have been laid out this season, so 
that loam might be stripped to use in grading lots, etc. 


STREET NUMBERING. 


The following streets have been renumbered this year: Lloyd 
street, Maxwell road, Swanton street, Fletcher street and Stevens 
street. 

It has been necessary on these streets to take 25 feet for each 
number on account of the tendency to build houses nearer together 
and a great many may be double. 

Some people have objected somewhat to our changing their house 
number, and also to giving a street as many numbers as we have, 
but my idea was in having enough rather than not enough, and as 
the number of houses increase there will be no occasion for half 
numbers. 

A topographical plan of the Howe lot was made for the Committee 
on the new High School, in order that the building might have a 
proper location. Later in the season building was staked out, and 
grades given for drains, etc. 

An inspector from this office has supervised the mixing and plac- 
ing of the concrete foundations for this building. 

In conclusion, I will say, that as a general thing the work done by 
the several departments this season, as far as I have observed, has 
been executed in an economical manner. 

I might say more regarding some details of construction, etc., but 
I think the time to do this is when these matters come up.

Locations for Electric and other poles have been given from time 
to time, and also for gas mains. 

A variety of things have come up during the year that have taken 
my time and are not of such importance that they should be 
reported upon.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winchester, 
Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit for your consideration 
my sixth annual report; said report being for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1902. For detailed statements of expenditures I 
would respectfully refer you to the Auditor’s report. I will report 
only on the amount of work done and total cost of same. 

Although certain work, which was planned for at the beginning of 
the year, has been left undone, it was owing to circumstances, name- 
ly, the Church street and Swanton street macadamizing. Both of 
these streets have had wide and deep trenches opened in them this 
season, and it would have been poor judgment to have built over 
them this fall as they will surely settle in the spring. 

But while we have left the above streets undone we have reached 
further out in other directions which the report will show. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The expenses of the stable and yard include new tools, snow plows, 
harnesses, and repairs to all of the above which will be shown be- 
low. Also the gathering of stone from trenches, etc., and quite an 
amount of outside work; delivering stone, etc. ‘The department 
will need at least one new horse next season as it is cheaper to own 
another horse than it would be to hire outside ; we have been one 
horse short the last two seasons; we have the cart, harness, etc., 
and would not have to go to the expense of these, besides we need 
the horse on snow plows in the winter and I think every one appre- 
clates _promptness in clearing | the walks of: snow.

WATERING STREETS. 


As in previous years the Fire Department attended to this work 
as far as its horses go. We have had the same arrangement this 
year of running one sprinkler, with either our own or outside 
horses, on the new work, and on the outlying districts in dry, hot 
weather. ‘The sprinklers have all been kept in first-class repair and 
should go to the shop before spring for painting, etc. 


The money expended is divided as follows:

New stand pipes and valves, 63.09 
Outside teams, 192.25

CRUSHING PLANTS AND STEAM ROLLER. 


The machinecy has been kept in good repair as usual, but will 
need considerable repairs before spring in order to avoid delays 
while in operation. Our delays in the past have been slight, and we 
wish to continue on the same as in the past. The portable crushing 
plant is now stored in the Swanton street sheds and could be re- 
paired, babited, etc., cheaper than when it is setup. We have kept 


‘ 
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a very careful account, this year, in order to get at the correct cost 
of broken stone rolled to a finish on the street. With the portable 
crusher the cost has been 92c. per ton, and with the stationary 
crusher the cost has been $1.08. Stone delivered to the portable 
crusher has cost 494c. per ton, and stone delivered to the stationary 
crusher has cost 55c. per ton, which still leaves 103c. per ton in favor 
of the portable plant. The stationary crusher has the advantage of 
stone collected from various work, at a very small cost, which is 
teamed to the yard. Since the portable crusher was purchased in 
October, 1898, it has crushed over 40,000 tons of stone, and even 
at a saving of 103c. per ton, which has on some locations been more 
of a saving, it will be readily seen that the investment has saved the 
Town over $4000. It must be understood that the repairs are 
charged to the plant which uses them, and the plant which crushes 
the most stone requires the largest outlay for wearing parts. Stone 
will wear metal. We have purchased a new 25-H., P. boiler for the 
stationary plant which gives perfect satisfaction. The roller is still 
doing good work and should be overhauled before spring.

CHURCH STREET SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


The Church street drainage is completed to the south side of 
Everett avenue, with perhaps one exception, which is at the corner 
of Wedgemere avenue and Church street. At this point there 
should be some changes in the inlets, as in my opinion the old grates 
and inlet stones are too small to take all the water at times. There 
should also be a basin built at the corner ofjChurch street and Cam- 
bridge street, and connected with the culvert which crosses Cam- 
bridge street at that point. 

I am satisfied that this system is of ample capacity and well con- 
structed, with good grades, strong bridges, etc. Below is the cost 
giving quantities of material, pay roll, etc. No doubt the town 
Engineer will give a detailed report of surveys and all information 
desired :

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I again most respectively recommend a horse sweeper for the de- 
partment, as I am convinced it would be a great saving. Also one 
horse and two or three cart harnesses. Better quarters for the 
horses. ‘That Wildwood st. be macadamized, Church st. and Swan- 
ton st. finished. I also recommend another roller of a lighter class 
than the one we now have. ‘The cost of another roller is nothing 
compared with the good results. A roller can always be let out, 
when not in use, at a good price. I will not use space to argue the 
point but would very much like to meet your Honorable Board at 
some future date to talk the matter over. 


REMARKS. 


In closing my sixth year I again desire to express my apprecia- 
tion of kindness and consideration shown by your honorable board 
and the people in general.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


In compliance with the usual custom, we respectfully submit the 
report of the Fire Department for the year 1902: 


The department has answered in all 47 alarms, 25 being bell and 
22 telephone and still alarms. 


The amount of property endangered was, $56,675.00 


The insurance on same, 38,500.00 
The loss, 866.00 
The insurance paid, 721.00 


We would respectfully call the attention of the citizens to the 
large number of new buildings which have been erected during 
the last ten years and also, in consequence, to the greatly 
increased fire risks. The department today is the same as it 
was then, having the same amount of apparatus as when reorgan- 
ized in 1892. They must also consider the fact that in the near 
future, as the town grows to the westward, a new house and new 
piece of apparatus should be located on the west side. When 
that time arrives we would recommend a combination chemical 
engine, which would carry a number of feet of hose, also ladders, 
this being the most valuable piece of apparatus which any depart- 
ment could obtain and be used to advantage. Should two fires 
occur at the same time in different parts of the town the Depart- 
ment would be handicapped very badly to take care of them, espe- 
cially if the apparatus was at the west side of the town. ‘There is 
also at times delay in crossing the railroad when there is an alarm 
from the west side, and a fire would have a chance to make great 
headway before the apparatus could arrive on account of this delay. 
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The force of the Department consists of thirty-five (35) men 
divided as follows: three engineers, four permanent and twenty- 
eight call men. Two call men were added to Hose 3 the past year. 

The apparatus consists of one steam fire engine, the boiler of 
which has been condemned by the State Inspector; one Hook and 
Ladder truck, two 2-horse wagons, one exercise wagon, and one old 
Hook and Ladder truck of not much use. ‘The rest of the apparatus 
being in good repair. Hose 1 and exercise wagon should be 
painted and varnished the coming year. 

We have looked into the desirability of a new engine and find 
upon inquiry that the old engine can be repaired and put in first-class 
condition, practically being a new engine when completed, at an ex- 
pense of $3100.00 or $3200.00. A new engine will cost us $2000 
additional, and we think it would be advisable for the town to have 
the old one repaired as quickly as possible. We would also recom- 
mend a pair of extra horses to be used in the summer time when 
watering the streets, also to be used in case of sickness, for there are 
times when we cannot hire a horse to take the place of a sick one. 


There are seven sets of double harness in the department, four 
for the apparatus and three for watering carts, all of which are in 
good condition. , 

There are 4300 ft. of 25 in. cotton, rubber lined hose, all at pres- 
ent in good condition. We think this amount will do the coming 
year, unless some serious fire breaks out. 


There are two frame houses in the department. Hose No. 3 
House on Swanton st., is in good condition and can be kept so the 
coming year at a very small expense. It should be painted and a 
story put on over the horses for hay and grain. At the Center En- 
gine House, located on Winchester Place, although at the last an- 
nual Town Meeting a committee was appointed to investigate the 
condition of same and the advisability of a new engine house, and 
which will probably report on the same, we feel that your attention 
should again be called to the condition of this house. The house 
was built in 1873 at about $5,000.00 expense. In 1892 an addi- 
tion was made for Hook and Ladder Truck and horse stalls placed 
at the side of apparatus, which made the condition extremely 
crowded. ‘To take any appliance from the truck it has to be re- 


124 


moved from the house. ‘The sanitary conditions are exceedingly 
poor. There is no bath room, and only one old. iron sink in which 
the men have to wash. The drainage goes into an old cess pool in 
the rear, and the drainage pipe from the stalls cannot be kept tight, 
owing to the continual shaking of the building. The hay and grain 
is kept in the cellar and is damaged at times by leaky pipes. We 
have no storage rooms in which to keep our supplies under lock and 
key, consequently we cannot buy our goods to advantage. 

The heating apparatus is not in good condition and consumes 
more fuel than it ought. 

The Fire alarm branch of the department is in first-class condi- 
tion, having been thoroughly tested and put in order during the past 
year. The coming year there will be some old wire to be renewed 
-and cross arms to be replaced. We have added four new boxes as 
follows :—three street boxes, No. 5, Wildwood opposite Woodside 
road ; No. 12, Mystic ave., cor. Maxwell road, and No. 14, Bacon st., 
cor. Lakeview road. One private box No. 48, belonging to the 
Eastern Felt and Buffing Co., Canal st. 


We have 20 odd miles of wire, 38 boxes, four of which are pri- 
vate; one 8-in. steam gong and striker; one bell and striker; one 
18-in. and one 15-in. engine house gong ; three small tappers ; two 
tape registers, and a complete storage battery with switch board and 
circuit repeater. 

The permanent men with horses of the department have watered 
the principal streets the past summer. ‘This way of watering streets 
at times has been very unsatisfactory as it is impossible to do two 
things at once, i. e., water streets and respond to alarms of fire at 
the same time. Some of the horses are obliged to go a distance of 
one mile from the station. Shoulda fire break out in certain places 
when the Ladder and Engine horses were so far away, a large loss of 
life and property might result, owing to the delay in answering an 
alarm. We hope the distance of watering for fire teams can be re- 
duced the coming year. 

In regard to the Fire headquarters the majority of the engineers 
favor a new location for the house, and a brick engine house. They 
seem to think that it is dangerous coming out from the house when 
an alarm is rung in as there are liable to be cars and teams in the way

and people crossing the street. This question of an engine house 
should be settled at once, for if we are to keep the Department in 
first class condition and good men to stay there at night to answer 
calls, the sanitary conditions must be changed at once. 


We regret very much to have to report the death of one member 
of the Department last year, Patrick Moynahan, who died October, 
1902. Mr. Moynahan served the Town as fireman a number of 
years, belonging to the Hook and Ladder Company, and always 
performed his duties well, and to the satisfaction of the Engineers.

WINCHESTER, Mass., Dec. 31, 1902. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN—I have made my inspection of animals for the year 
1902, and have not found any contagious diseases; of tuberculosis 
and foot and mouth disease I found no sign during the year, although 
there have been a number of cases of it in the adjoining towns. We 
are very fortunate not to have any cases in Winchester. ; 

All stables in the town where cattle are kept are in good condi- 


tion. 
During the year 21 head of cattle, from different states, were 


shipped direct to Winchester ; all those not tested before shipment I 
caused to be tested satisfactory to the Cattle Bureau of the State 
Board of Agriculture ; I then identified and released them by order 
of the State Board. 

The foot and mouth disease is no new disease ; it was introduced 
into the United States about 1869, and has prevailed more or less ever 
since. It is a highly contagious, but rarely fatal, febrile disease, oc- 
curing in cattle and sheep, and capable of transmission to pigs and 
man. It is characterized by an eruption of small blisters in the 
mouth, between the cleft of the hoof and along the upper margin at 
the coronet. . 

It would be well for cattle owners, asa preventative measure, to 
prohibit the trespassing of persons from other farms upon their 
premises, especially butchers travelling from place to place in search 
of beef cows and veal calves, the latter class of men are especially 
dangerous. Also it would be well for owners of cattle to keep new 
cattle separate from their old ones for eight or ten days so they may 
be sure they are healthy.

Each year brings new cares and added work to every one and so 
it is with the work done by the Ceinetery Commissioners, in Wild- 
Wildwood cemetery ; a standard has been set in the past for the 
board, and it is their endeavor not only to keep pace with it but to 
surpass it, and we are satisfied to leave the decision as to the results 
to the citizens of Winchester who take so much interest and pride in 
their beautiful cemetery. 


A great deal of effort has been made to eradicate the brown tail 
moth, but much is yet to be done, and it is hoped that this coming 
spring willsee the work finished. 


The sloping banks of Granite avenue have been finished and 
grassed over and present a very neat appearance, and the avenue has 
become the main approach to the soldiers’ monument on the hill, 
new paths and lots have been laid out and especial attention given 
to surface drainage. 


Your board were fortunate in being able during the scarcity of 
fuel to furnish many of the citizens with wood at a fair price, and at 
the same time creating a revenue which was needed, for the receipts 
from the sale of lots during this year was about one-quarter of what 
it was last year and with this help and close and efficient manage- 
ment the board has succeeded in keeping expenses within its means. 


* The Town Engineer was successful in finding a copy of the old 
cemetery plan, and has placed bounds so that in the future the 
work can be easily laid out, thus saving many dollars in engineers 
fees. 
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There is due for wood and other items one hundred and seventy- 
five dollars, and unpaid bills for salary and sundries, amounting to 
about one hundred dollars.

PERMANENT CARE. 


The attention of lot owners is called to the desirability of placing 
lots in perpetual care either by attending to it in person or by leav- 
ing instructions to be carried out later. 
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Your board would at this time respectfully recommend that the 
lot of land adjacent to and bounding the westerly side of the ceme- 
tery, starting at a point opposite the driveway of Mr. Fletcher on 
Willow st. and running westerly along the cemetery fence, down to 
and including the brook or waterway of Winter pond, to a point 
parallel to the rear or northerly line of the cemetery land, said lot of 
land now owned by Mr. Samuel W. Twombly, and comprising about 
four acres, and valued at three thousand dollars. 


Your board have considered the matter carefully and feel that the 
town should own this strip of land and add it to the cemetery. 


By acquiring this land, Emerson st., which runs parallel to the 
cemetery could be closed up and a nuisance abated, also restric- 
tions which now exist, covering the westerly section of the cemetery 
would be removed, and many new and beautiful lots could be laid 
out and sold for many times more than the cost of the proposed ad- 
dition. 

There are at present no lots for sale near the entrance of the 
cemetery, and the purchase of this lot would enable the Commis- 
sioners to still further beautify the entrance and meet the demand 
for better and higher priced lots, and prevent any further deface- 
ment of the cemetery. . 


The matter will be brought before you at the March Town meet- 
ing and your board trust that it.will meet with your approval. 

The Commissioners would most respectfully ask for an appropria- 
tion of twelve hundred dollars for the next year.

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REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


With great pleasure we congratulate the Town on the completion 
of Manchester Field as a play ground, and its free use during last 
fall for football. The balance remaining as a credit on account of 
sale of bonds to provide for the purchase of the freight yard 
($1,809), or such portion of same as may by required for this pur- 
pose, might well be applied to certain improvements, to adapt the 
field to other uses, baseball, running, etc. 


Beyond this the Town is asked now to decide whether to take 
over the grounds from the Metropolitan Park Commission and the 
Metropolitan Water Board, provide for their care and maintenance 
at an estimated expense of perhaps $800 per year, and thus secure, 
beyond any doubt, their exclusive use to Winchester. 


Much work has been done on the various plots and on the Com- 
mon. ‘The general condition of the latter has been considerably 
improved. The border along the main path is constantly being in- 
jured, though frequently sodded, and we ask permission to reserve 
the balance remaining from last annual appropriation, amounting to 
$121.58, for the provision of a permanent guard, to prevent the 
otherwise inevitable trampling of the grass. 


Among the new plots to receive attention that at Cambridge street 
and Everett avenue has been graded, sowed to red clover fora 
summer cover, and ploughed under for fall. It is intended that this 
plot shall be laid down anew to grass in the spring. 


The small plot at Church and High streets was ploughed in the 
fall, preparatory to grading next spring. 


The plot at Highland avenue and Forest street has been filled 
with loam from the old road bed, and well graded and seeded, all 
by the Highway department. 
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A plot around the large oak at the junction of Highland avenue 
and Mason street, as well as the other at the intersection of Cam- 
bridge and Arlington streets, should, in our judgment, be put in 
order the coming year. 


BatH House. 


$1,500 was appropriated at last annual Town Meeting, $1200 for 
construction and equipment, and $300 for maintenance, to be ex- 
pended under direction of this board. This was not at the instance 
of the Park Board, but by advice of a special committee of the 
Town. This board promptly considered the matter, inviting the 
assistance of the Town’s special committee above referred to. A 
site on Mystic Pond, selected by the committee, was viewed, and 
as it was upon land in the control of the Metropolitan Park Board 
a petition for the granting of rights was filed with them. ‘That 
board’s landscape architects advised against granting the location, 
since the bath house would stand almost directly in the line laid out 
for a proposed carriage bridge and roadway from the Parkway to 
Everett avenue, and because it might prove a nuisance to people 
using the pond and the narrow water passage at this point for 
boating. 


The Metropolitan Park Commission was then asked to grant a 
hearing on the subject, it being believed that they did not fully 
understand the Town’s plan. ‘This was granted, and both the Town 
Park Board and the special committee were represented at the 
hearing. | 


The Metropolitan Park Commmission later advised that it felt 
constrained to adhere to its original decision, but suggested that 
favorable consideration would be given a petition fora site on the 
long beach on the south side of the peninsular. The Town Park 
Board replied that this would be unavailable unless a foot bridge 
could be'thrown across the narrows to connect the peninsula with 
the west side of the town. As the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion had no funds which it felt justified in using for the construc- 
ction of sucha bridge, and as the Town Board was equally power- 
less in this respect, the matter was dropped. 
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The failure of the plan was reported verbally to the Town by its 
Park Board at a special Town Meeting, held June 9, and the appro- 
priation was thereupon transferred to abatement of Tax account. 


In view of the considerable number of improvements required in 
various parts of the Town, and taking into account the regular items 
of expense which are necessary to the keeping the Common and 
public plots in good condition, we would ask for the usual annual 
appropriation of $300. 

The term of A. C. A. Chamberlain as a member of this board 
expires in March, and it will be necessary to elect a successor.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


An effort has been made during the past year to employ local 
labor as far as possible in this department. An experienced man was 
secured, a small kit of tools purchased, and practically all the work of 
the department has been done by him. For insect work it was neces- 
sary to employ additional men from out of town, since no other 
competent climbers could be secured here. All spraying had to be 
handed over to out of town parties also. ‘The warden believes that 
it will be more economical in future to do the spraying with local 
men, and with a town owned outfit. 


It is recommended, therefore, that one man should be employed 
practically all the year round, and that a spraying outfit be purchased. 
To produce anything like good results, to even hold trees in the ex- 
cellent condition in which my predecessor put them, it will be neces- 
sary to keep at least one man almost constantly busy with odd jobs. 
To make this possible, it is suggested that the sum of $1000 be again 
appropriated for the use of this department, but that it be granted in 
a single item, to wit: for planting, general maintenance, and insect 
extermination. This year the warden was given $1000 in two accounts, 
one for planting and care, the other for insect extermination. This 
was done at the warden’s request but it proved disadvantageous, and 
it is hoped that a single sum for general purposes will be granted for 
19038. 

The insect problem is one that is certain to prove expensive if the 
town is to protect its foliage. The work of cleaning the brown-tail 
moth caterpillars from the trees in the spring of 1902 cost $152.96. 
This work was not done in the thorough manner which the warden 
would wish to pursue under better conditions. 


Although the work was started the morning after the town voted 
the funds (March 4) and pushed with experienced men to the end, 
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nevertheless, many private trees overhanging public ways had to be 
neglected wholly in order to complete the cleaning of the public 
trees before the caterpillars emerged. ‘This was due to the short 
time remaining in which to do the work (the caterpillars beginning 
to crawl early in April), and the difficulty experienced in securing 
experienced climbers. An experiment wirh green men quickly 
showed the folly and extravagance of sucha plan. An inexperienced 
man is dear at any price in tree work of any sort. 


Enough money was reserved from the insect account to enable 
the department to do a thorough piece of work on brown-tails during 
the winter, and not be obliged to await an appropriation of funds 
by the next annual town meeting with which to repeat an unsatisfac- 
tory job. 


The work of cutting off the nests of the brown-tail moth began 
Noy. 17, beginning at the Medford line, on Main st. Two men 
were employed on this work up to Dec. 30, when it was thought 
advisable to employ one more. 


The men have been unable to work each day as during snow 
storms and extremely cold and windy days it is impossible to stay in 
the trees. 


This year all trees overhanging the streets, both on public streets 
and private, have been cleaned of the moth nests. In other sections 
of the town there are a few found. 


The number of nests this year in some sections are greater than 
last, often the men cutting over a bushel in a day. 


The time required to complete the work this year will be some- 
what longer than last. 


The Elm leaf beetle during the past summer made his first ap- 
pearance in force in this town. ‘This pest was almost wholly confined 
to the West side, but enough small colonies were found on the East 
side to insure the presence of the enemy in all quarters very gener- 
ally the coming season. All infested trees were sprayed twice last 
summer at a cost of $56.25. This was done by an out-of-town 
contractor, and so thoroughly done that no trees were defoliated so 
far as the warden was able to learn, Earlier in the season the fruit 
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and elm trees on the Howe lot were sprayed for canker worms and 
brown-tails at a cost of $7.31. 


Gypsy moths appeared in various parts of the town in July. 
Some of these colonies were exceedingly destructive, but most of the 
damage was to privately owned trees. ‘The worst outbreak was in 
a hardwood grove on land of Mr. Marshall Symmes, at the junction 
of Highland avenue and Main street. Here a small block of wood- 
land was almost completely defoliated and the neighboring fields, 
fences and roadways over run by the swarms of caterpillars. The 
property owners in the neighborhood fought the pests at consider- 
able cost, and thus saved some of their fruit crops. This depart- 
ment put a man at work killing by hand each day, while the cater- 
pillars were out, not only here, but at every known colony on or 
near a highway, thus defending the town’s trees. It is certain that 
this pest will cause the town and its inhabitants much annoyance and 
loss next year, and indeed for many years to come. The Common- 
wealth, it seems clear, expects the cities and towns and their citizens 
to fight this pest on their own account in the future. 


No street trees were defoliated by gypsy moth caterpillars the past 
year, though quantities of the insects were killed upon them. 


The colonies of gypsy moths discovered by this department 
within the town are located approximately as follows : 


In woods north of Forest street, near Stoneham line. 

Street trees on west side of Washington street, between Oak and 
Swanton streets, and on neighboring private property. 

Eaton street, private trees. 

Stevens street, public and private trees. 

Mt. Vernon street, town trees. 

Myrtle street, public and private trees. 

Highland avenue and Main streets, on land of Mr. Marshall 
Symmes and Mr. James W. Russell. 

Cambridge street, near Arlington line, on land of new Golf club. 

Cambridge street, town trees, near Mr. Varnum Locke’s house. 

On lane in rear of Mr. Thos. Little’s premises on Cambridge 
street. 

On private trees at corner of: Cambridge and Wildwood streets. 
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In woods west of Cambridge street, and just northerly of Pond 
street. 

Orchard of Mr. Josiah Smith on Ridge street. 

Street trees, walls and orchard near Mr. Henderson’s cottage on 
Ridge street. 


The San Jose scale, a minute but most destructive insect, has 
been found in town the past year in rather alarming numbers. One 
section of the West side is badly infested and unless stringent 
measures are taken to check its spread the town and its citizens will 
lose many fine trees and shrubs. On the advice of this department 
a number of infested trees were cut and burned by property owners. 
Fruit trees, elms, roses and many other shrubs are liable to attack, 
and once badly infested nothing remains but to destroy the infested 
growth by fire. Trees and shrubs which begin to die at the ends of 
the twigs should be regarded with suspicion and examined. 


With the insect problem so prominently before the town the war- 
den is led, after mature consideration, and after consultation with his 
deputies, to offer a recommendation that the town at once proceed 
to reduce the number of its trees to a reasonable extent. This will 
sound like a heresy, but the warden is firmly convinced of the wis- 
dom of this policy. Every good tree on our streets is well worth 
every dollar the town will spend upon it forits care. But every cent 
expended on a poor tree is money thrown away. ‘The town has 
many fine trees worthy of its tenderest care and it also has many 
others so miserably poor as to be a blemish to its streets. There 
are also many badly crowded trees, and these should be speedily 
thinned out for the benefit of those which are toremain. Such work 
should of course be prosecuted with the utmost care and only after a 
careful study of each and every case. 


Many private places in town are likewise overburdened with trees 
and would be much improved by a judicious thinning. But our 
street trees especially need to be kept further apart now than here- 
tofore, if for no other reason than that the town has changed the 
conditions in which they have been growing by the general laying 
down of macadam roads and hard sidewalks. Our trees are in a fair 
way to starve and die of thirst. They are killing one another. 
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Especial effort has been made the past year to induce the several 
corporations owning and operating wires through our streets to use 
greater care where wires and trees come together. ‘The attitude of 
these concerns has been most gratifying for the most part and little 
trouble has been experienced. The companies have very willingly 
improved the conditions in the trees whenever asked to do so by 
the warden. 


The young maple trees owned by the town and growing in the 
nursery of the Townof Belmont have been cultivated and cared for 
during the year. 


In the autumn the department secured through the generosity of 
Mr. Edwin Ginn, the privilege of using without cost a plot of land 
about 9000 square feet in extent and located on Lawrence street, as 
a town nursery. This land was placed under cultivation and the 
town’s nursery stock moved from Belmont. This is in no sense a 
permanent nursery ; the arrangement with Mr. Ginn being that the 
town may use the land for from three to five years unless the stock 
is sooner exhausted. Possibly the town may later on find it advan- 
tageous to establish a permanent nursery. 


Only a few new trees have been set out the past year by the town 
—eighteen rock maples and four elms. 


A number of wire tree guards of approved pattern have been set 
up during the year wherever there appeared to be any immediate 
need. ‘This work should be continued each year until all roadside 
trees within reach of horses are protected. 


Several complaints were lodged with the warden that horses had 
gnawed trees, and in some instances the names of the owners of the 
horses were givenand the warden was urged to prosecute as the law 
demands. Informants as a rule, however, declined to testify in 
court, making it impossible for the wardento prosecute. ‘There are 
instances‘in town where entire lines of thrifty young trees have been 
killed by the gnawing of horses. 


The Hill district roadsides having grown up rankly with brush, 
the residents of that section called upon the Selectmen for relief. 
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Thereupon the Highway department with the assistance of the Tree 
department foreman, and with the sanction of the warden, carried 
out the work. Good trees were left every 40 or 50 feet where such 
were growing, crowded and poor trees being removed, and the 
shrubby and herbaceous plants, which give so much charm to our 
New England rural roadsides, were largely preserved. 


The warden was greatly assisted the past year by the following 
named deputies: Joseph S. Nowell, D. Webster Pratt, J. Murray 
Marshall, Elmer D. Fletcher, Raymond Apollonio and Lewis Park- 
hurst. Mr. Fletcher became acting warden during the warden’s 
absence. The warden’s thanks are due these gentlemen for their 
valuable aid, and he further desires to express his appreciation of the 
constant courtesy and consideration given to his every wish by the 
Board of Selectmen and other town departments.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


For YEAR ENpiInNG DEcEMBER 381, 1902. 


The Board of Health bas held reguiar meetings on the last Friday 
of each month, and special meetings as required through the year. 


The general health of the town has been much above the 
average, and the death rate less than ever before within our recol- 
lection. 


Contagious diseases have been few, and light in character, with 
the exception of small pox. At the time of making our report last 
year, we were straining every nerve to induce people to be vaccin- 
ated, hoping to keep the town free from small pox. Free vaccina- 
tion was offered and many availed themselves of the opportunity, 
but we regret to say that we still have many unvaccinated inhabit - 
ants. 


For the first time in over 20 years, we have to report smallpox in 
our list of contagious diseases. We have had five cases during the 
year, and it may be of interest to know that four of these cases 
were never vaccinated. The fifth case was about 40 years of age, 
and had not been vaccinated since childhood. 


The town has appointed a committee to report upon location and 
cost of a suitable building, where cases of contagious diseases may 
be properly treated with greatest safety to the public. 


During the year there have been ninety-four applications for sewer 
connections and eighty-eight permits for such sewer connections 
have been granted, thereby doing away with a large number of cess- 
pools. ‘The town has also laid sewers in Maxwell Road and Lloyd 
st., and all houses on these streets have been connected with these 
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sewers by order of this board. ‘The board has investigated numerous 
complaints of cesspool nuisances in various parts of the town and in 
all cases has ordered sewer connections where they could be made. 
There are many houses in town where drainage should be taken care 
of in some other way than by allowing it to run upon the top of the 
ground or by cesspools, but the owners of these houses are unable to 
bear the expense of installing the necessary plumbing and making the 
sewer connection. Other towns and cities have taken advantage of an 
act of the legislature of the year 1899, Revised Laws, chapter 49, 
sections 31-33, whereby property owners may have the cost of their 
sewer connections apportioned into three or five installments and a 
part paid each year for three or five years. We have been informed 
that several cities and towns have availed themselves of the pro- 
visions of this statute, and that the effect of its proposed enforce- 
ment has been in most cases the voluntary payment of such expenses 
by the landowner in the first instance, so that a comparatively small 
amount of the sum appropriated was required to be used. 


We append a record of contagious diseases, also a record of 
deaths and their causes.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
POOR. 


January 9, 1903. 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor herewith present their report 
covering the year from January 1, 1902, to December 31, 1902. 


The number of families assisted by us during the year is about 
the same as previous years, showing no marked change either way ; 
the number of families residing elsewhere, but whose legal settle- 
ment is with us is very small, and sickness is the usual cause of their 
asking temporary aiu. 


Two years ago we called attention to the need of a Town farm or 
home, and we believe it should not be lost sight of in the many im- 
provements that are being planned. 


Two persons have died during the past year who have been re- 
celving town aid, and we are now fully supporting nine persons in 
insane asylums, the largest number ever on the list, and that with 
the fuel question will necessitate a larger appropriation than last 
year. 


We recommend an appropriation of $4600 for the ensuing year.

DuPLICATE Copies OF NEw Books. 


It is impossible with the amount of money at the disposal of the 
Trustees to buy a sufficient number of copies of popular books to 
satisfy the demands of our readers. If it were possible, it would be 
unwise to fill our shelves with books which in many cases are for- 
gotten within a few months of publication. 

This difficulty has been overcome in some measure by a recent 
vote of the Trustees, which changes the time that new fiction may 
be retained from fourteen days to seven. 


APPROPRIATION For 19038. 


The Trustees ask for the usual appropriation of $1500, and the 
money which shall be received by the town from the sale of dog 
licenses, to carry on the work of the Library for the coming year.

The deficit of the present year is caused by the fact that no.

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FIFTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


During the past year the School department has been engaged in 
the study and solution of several urgent problems. Most important 
of all was the change in the office of superintendent, who now 
gives his whole time to the schools, instead of three-fifths as form- 
erly, and the employment of Mr. Robert C. Metcalf to fill this 
position. 

Although Mr. Metcalf began his duties only four months ago, the 
results are already noticeable to a marked degree. The town is 
exceptionally fortunate in being able to profit from the services of 
one of such large experience in school supervision, of such helpful- 
ness to teachers, and of such determined purpose to get full value 
for all money expended. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 


All the courses of study have undergone considerable modifica- 
tions, but the most marked changes are at the Wadleigh and the 
High school. 

At the Wadleigh, Latin, French and Algebra are no longer 
taught ; consequently more time can be given to the fundamental 
English branches. Furthermore, greater care is to be exercised in 
granting grammar school diplomas, a step rendered necessary as one 
of several means of raising the standard of scholarship at the High 
school. | 

The generally free choice of studies heretofore prevailing at the 
High school has given place to three specific courses of study, with 
only a limited amount of election within each: a college preparatory 
course, a scientific preparatory course, and a general course. A 
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commercial course will probably be added at the beginning of the 
next school year. Special and two-year diplomas are abolished. 

In the lower grades also there have been numerous changes, but 
they are largely matters of detail, and not of so fundamental a 
nature as those mentioned above. 


SCHOOL SESSIONS. 


In all the schools the sessions have been lengthened from four 
and three-fourths to five hours a day. ‘This permits in the lower 
grades the introduction of a recess where it did not already exist, at 
the Wadleigh the giving of the manual training subjects during the 
regular school hours, and at the High school a desirable gain in 
hours of instruction. 

The kindergarten sessions have been extended 15 minutes; the 
kindergartners also devote a portion of each afternoon to assisting 
in the first grade rooms. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


The percentage of attendance during the past year shows a 
gratifying improvement over that of the preceding year. As most 
parents are not acquainted with the law governing school attendance, 
the essential portions of it are printed herewith. It is to be 
noticed that this is not a local regulation, but a State law, in whose 
enforcement the school authorities can exercise no option. 

‘Every child between seven and fourteen years of age shall at- 
tend some public day school in the city or town in which he resides 
during the entire time the public day schools are in session: * * * * 
The attendance of a child upon a public day:school shall not be re- 
quired if he has attended fora like period of time a private day 
school approved by the school committee of such city or town, 
* * * * * orif he has been otherwise instructed for a like period 
of time in the branches of learning acquired by law to be taught in 
the public schools, or if he has already acquired such branches of 
learning, or if his physical or mental condition is such as to render 
such attendance inexpedient or impracticable. Every person having 
under his control a child as described in this section shall cause 
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him to attend school as herein required ; and if he fails for five day 
sessions or ten half day sessions within any period of six months 
while under such control to cause such child, whose physical or 
mental condition is not such as to render his attendance at school 
harmful or impracticable, so to attend school, he shall upon com- 
plaint of a truant officer and conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not more than twenty dollars.” 

This year a pressure for room warranted a reduction in the num- 
ber of kindergartens from four to three; the age of admission to 
the kindergarten was raised from three and one-half to four years, 
and of admission to the first grade reduced from five and one-half 
to five years. ‘These several changes largely offset one another, so 
that of the increase of more than one hundred in all the schools, 
about eighty may fairly be regarded as representing the natural 
growth in school population. If this continues, it means the em- 
ployment of two additional teachers each year. 


New HicH ScHoout BuILDING. 


At the annual town meeting in March, 1902, a committee on 
additional school accommodations was appointed. ‘This committee 
proceeded at once to the consideration of the subject referred to it ; 
at a special town meeting it reported in favor of erecting a new High 
School building and of petitioning the legislature for authority to 
borrow $125,000 outside the debt limit of the town. ‘The voters 
ratified this recommendation; the required legislation was secured ; 
at a second special town meeting $110,000 was appropriated and a 
building committee appointed. All this was accomplished within 
three months of the time when the question was first raised in 
March. ‘The building committee has selected plans and awarded 
contracts, with the promise of the building being ready for occu- 
pancy early in the school year 1903-1904. 


FINANCE. 


Schools are unavoidably expensive ; good schools, moreover, are 
very expensive. With the rapid growth of the town, the appropria- 
tion for the support of schools must increase year by year. For the 
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coming year there are special considerations to be taken into ac- 
count. ‘The new High School building necessitates larger expendi- 
tures for fuel and janitor service ; not only will more coal be needed 
than heretofore, but the price per ton is likely to be higher; insur- 
ance premiums on the new building will amount to about $1200; it 
will be necessary to provide several rooms in the present High 
School building with furniture adapted to smaller children than those 
now using the building; two or three school houses ought to be 
painted ; a larger teaching force will be required for the larger num- 
ber of pupils in the town as a whole; finally, though a fair increase 
in existing salaries was made during the current year, we have not 
yet put our salary list on a basis that protects us against the loss of 
good teachers or enables us always to fill satisfactorily such vacancies 
as occur. 
Our estimate for the year 1903-1904 is as follows :

We 
therefore ask for an appropriation of $47,000.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 


GENTLEMEN—Hardly four months have elapsed since I took 
charge of the Winchester schools as Superintendent—a period of 
time too brief to warrant a lengthy report. 

Thus far it has been a pleasant duty which I have had to per- 
form. ‘The schools were found in good running order, well housed 
in most cases, equipped with an abundance of good material, and off- 
cered with an enthusiastic corps of teachers. It has been my aim to 
become familiar (1) with the school organization, (2) with the re- 
quired course of study, and (3) with the methods of teaching in the 
several grades. 

An efficient office clerk has relieved me of many details connected 
with ordering and distributing supplies, and the time thus saved I 
have spent in the class-rooms, and in teachers’ meetings where meth- 
ods of instruction and general school room duties have been careful- 
ly discussed. 

A change in the office of superintendent, especially in a small 
town, will necessarily bring changes in school administration, which 
in turn will add to the work of a corps of teachers, and, for a time, 
will increase the nervous strain upon them to a very considerable 
degree. I cannot too heartily commend the spirit of our teachers 
which has shown itself in a willingness to adopt new methods when 
required, and to co-operate with me in every effort to raise the 
standard of scholarship in the schools of the town. 

A good teacher soon wins the confidence of her pupils, and by her 
work not only leads them to gather information from books, but 
makes learning a delight, and school a pleasant resort. Once arouse 
a pupil’s interest in a subject, and no prodding is necessary to make 
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him learn. Without interest, no amount of prodding will lead to 
scholarship. A careful study of the child himself, hearty sympathy 
with-him in his work and in his play, thorough preparation for the 
duties which each day brings——all these are essential to the highest 
success of a teacher. 

But the responsibility for good schools rests not entirely with 
teachers, or superintendent, or school committees. The home is the 
most potent influence of all. The home and the school are co- 
ordinate parts of one whole, each having inalienable rights, but 
neither holding jurisdiction over the other. Both should work 
together for the accomplishment of one end; viz., the training of 
children in all the essentials of good citizenship. 

Schools are established primarily to assist the home in preparing 
children to perform properly their duties in life. A knowledge of 
reading, writing, arithmetic, something of history, geography and 
grammar, together with physical training to promote vigorous health, 
and manual training to increase the skill of eye and hand—all these 
subjects find a place in the school curriculum because of their real 
or supposed value in the child’s preparation for duties in after years. 
In gaining a knowledge of these subjects, he must learn the need of 
punctuality, industry, perseverance, and truthfulness. He may forget 
his arithmetic, but he will fail in business if neglectful of his engage- 
ments. His knowledge of geography and history may become dim 
and uncertain, but the habits of industry and perseverance which he 
gained while pursuing those studies may make of him a useful mem- 
ber of society. To this end the home and the school should work 
together. Every effort should be made to bring these two forces 
into absolute harmony. 


THE SCHOOL YEAR. 


The ordinary school year in the cities and large towns of Massa- 
chusetts consists of forty weeks, of five days each, and of five hours 
per day—that is to say, there should be 200 days or 1000 hours of 
school during the school year. Actually, however, the Winchester 
schools were in session during the past year about thirty-six weeks 
instead of forty, or, to be exact, 181 days instead of 200. 
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Judicious parents will think carefully before breaking in upon 
this brief period of school time with private lessons for their children 
in music, dancing, riding, etc. All these have a place in the educa- 
tion of a child, but they should not be allowed to conflict with the 
usual school work. Ina good school, absence from a single lesson 
weakens the scholarship of the pupil. Every lesson well taught be- 
comes the root of the next lesson on the same subject. If the first 
lesson is omitted, the second must necessarily be of little value. If 
school were-like many kinds of business, the loss of a few days might 
work no great harm, but a pupil must move forward with his class, 
or move with many breaks which interfere with progress in his stud- 
ies. Hence the importance of absolute regularity in the attendance 
of pupils in the public schools. 


The peculiar organization of our schools has led to a further re- 
duction in the hours given to school work. We have one High 
school, and one Grammar school, the Wadleigh, the latter receiving 
only grades VI, VII and VIII. Owing to a lack of school accom- 
modations, and for other reasons, the ninth grade was transferred to 
the High school building several years ago. As the homes of the 
pupils in the High school and in the Wadleigh are scattered over 
the whole town, it has been deemed unwise to attempt two sessions 
per day in these two schools. For some reason, probably to bring 
the hour for dismissal nearer the usual dinner hour, the five-hour 
session was reduced to 4? hours, with a slight diminution in the 
time usually given to recess. This reduction of 15 minutes in the 
length of the daily session (which reduction was extended to all the 
schools in the town), amounted to one and one-quarter hours per 
week, or about 50 hours (nearly two full weeks) per year. This 
reduction in the length of the school year to at most 175 days of 
actual school time increased the pressure upon all the schools, as 
there was no corresponding reduction in the required work. ‘The 
pressure has been felt especially in the High school and in the 
Wadleigh. An attempt was made to relieve the situation in the 
Wadleigh school by requiring the work in sewing, cooking, and sloyd 
to be done in the afternoon. Pupils who have already spent five 
hours in school naturally look forward to the afternoon for recreation 
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and play. ‘There is no question that such relaxation is needed by 
every industrious pupil. Here was acase of mild hardship which 
caused a very decided prejudice against the work in sloyd, sewing, 
and cooking, work which is usually the most popular in the course. 
After careful consideration of the whole subject, it was decided at 
the beginning of the present school year, to lengthen the school ses- 
sions to five full hours per day, to lengthen the recesses to twenty- 
five minutes, fifteen minutes in the morning and ten in the afternoon, 
and to make room in the regular school session for the work in 
manual training. ‘Thus far the change has worked well, as well as 
can be expected in a five-hour session. 


Only exceptional conditions should warrant a session of five hours 
for children. ‘They need short periods of work, and frequent in- 
tervals of relaxation. The noon recess, giving the pupils a walk or 
arun in the open air, a dinner at home with the family, and then 
another brief period in the open air while returning to school, fits 
them, in the best possible way, for a profitable afternoon school ses- 
sion of two hours. ‘There is little doubt that under these conditions 
a pupil will accomplish one-quarter more work with very much less 
strain than under our present arrangement in the High and 
Grammar schools. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The number of kindergartens in the town was reduced from four 
to three at the beginning of the present school year. Kinder- 
gartens in the Wyman and Washington schools remain as before. 
The one located in the Chapin school has been abolished to make 
room for a primary class, and the Gifford kindergarten has been 
transferred to a room in the basement of the Wadleigh for the same 
reason. There is no doubt that a kindergarten is needed in the 
Chapin district, but the school building contains but four class 
rooms, and at the present time all are crowded. ‘There is now one 
vacant room in the Mystic school house, but unfortunately the need 
of more room exists at the other end of the town. When the new 
High school house is completed the old building may be used for 
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some of the lower Grammar school grades now in the Wyman, Gif- 
ford, Rumford, Washington and Chapin schools. 


THE NINTH GRADE PROBLEM. 


The use of the present High school building for Grammar school 
purposes will also give opportunity for another change which the 
urgent demand for a higher standard of scholarship in the High 
school makes somewhat imperative. ‘The effort to enrich and also 
to shorten the Grammar school course of study has resulted quite 
naturally in lowering the scholarship of candidates for admission to 
the High school. This weakness in Grammar school work, espe- 
cially in reading, in arithmetic, and generally in language work 
(which includes reading, writing, spelling, composition and 
grammar), has made it impossible for many pupils in the ninth 
grade to carry on successfully the studies required in the High 
school. Their lack of success has had a most discouraging effect 
upon them as shown by the records of the school. Since the 
transfer of the ninth grade to the High school in 1896, 156 pupils 
of this grade, who have undertaken the High school work, have 
dropped out of the school altogether before reaching the tenth 
grade, and many others have taken refuge in what is termed a 
‘special course.”’ In the six years preceding 1896, while the 
ninth grade was included in the Grammar school, the loss between 
the same two grades was only 36, or less than one-fourth of the 
loss since the change was made. A pupil who is weak in arithme- 
tic has little chance of success in algebra. If weak in English 
grammar, the learning of a foreign language becomes exceedingly 
difficult. Weakness in English, in reading, spelling and compo- 
sition, is a most serious handicap to a pupil in any study whatever. 

For these reasons, and for others that might be urged, I would 
recommend most earnestly the transfer of the ninth grade to the 
Grammar school, and to strengthen the Grammar school course of 
study by adding from time to time, as suitable teachers can be ob- 
tained, and as the scholarship of pupils will allow, such High school 
studies as seem best. A pupil should enter upon High school 
work as soon as he is ready to undertake it, but to send him for- 
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“ward to the High school before suitable preparation has been made 
for the advanced work, not only cripples the pupil, but it defeats 
the purpose for which High schools are established. 

This change will not of necessity mean that the ninth grade shall 
occupy rooms in the Grammar school building. ‘The pressure from 
below may be so great as to compel the use of a portion of the new 
High school building for this purpose. It w7z// mean, however, that 
the Course of Study for the ninth grade shall be directed by Gram- 
mar school teachers, who have had special training for just such 
work ; and it will mean also that the Principal of the Grammar 
school shall have charge of this work precisely as he now has charge 
of the work in grade VIII. This transfer of grade IX will relieve the 
teachers in the High school from work for which they have no taste, 
and for which they have had no special training. It will also enable 
them to devote all their time and strength to the work required in 
the four-years’ course of their own school. 


MANUAL ‘TRAINING. 


Under the head of Manual Training are classed sewing, cooking, 
and Sloyd, or “carpenter work.’”’ Sewing is now taught to the girls 
in grades IV—VIII inclusive; in grades IV-VII one lesson is given 
every week to every division. ‘This should be sufficient with the 
practice which most girls get at home to enable them to become 
fairly proficient in ordinary family sewing. ‘The new course of study, 
in which the work of these grades is carefully laid out, and frequent 
examinations of the work which is actually finished, ought to place 
this important branch of manual training upon the same footing as 
other branches of study in the schools. 

In grade VIII, the instruction in sewing is carried forward, and 
the girls are also taught to cut and to fit the more common articles 
of clothing,—an accomplishment which it would be well for every 
woman, whether rich or poor, to possess. Thus far most of the 
pupils have manifested much interest in the work, and excellent 
results are anticipated. The boys in grades VII and VIII have 
one two-hour lesson in Sloyd every week, and their enthusiasm for 
the work marks conclusively its value. ‘The boys of grade VI would 
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receive great benefit from similar work were it possible to extend 
the privilege to them. In the near future this step may be taken. 


THE HicH SCHOOL. 


The foundations of our new High School building are now being 
laid, and by the terms of the contract the structure will be completed 
and ready for occupancy in November, 1908. Winchester will then 
have a High School house of which she may justly be proud. It is 
well to spend money freely-to build commodious school houses for 
our children, to provide the best means for heating and lighting, and 
to secure good ventilation and drainage. ‘The health of our pupils 
is all important. But we must remember that good school houses, 
excellent school furniture, and even the best of text books will not 
make good schools. ‘‘As is the teacher so is the school,” is as true 
today as when the adage was first uttered. We must have good 
teachers, and having them, we shall have good schools. If we spend 
money freely for school buildings, for furnishings, and for text-books, 
we should spend it even more freely for good teachers. ‘The teacher 
who inspires nis pupils with a love for learning, who, by his own 
scholarly attainments, stimulates them to put forth every effort to 
acquire knowledge, who arouses in them an ambition to become 
leaders in whatever lines of work they may choose,—such a teacher 
is worth more than any town is able to pay for his services. 

Good teachers are needed, not only in the High School, but all 
along the line from the kindergarten to the highest grades. The 
work of every grade should be a careful preparation for the work of 
the next higher. The High School should not be compelled to 
receive from the Grammar School pupils who are unfit to begin and 
to carry on successfully the work demanded by the High School 
course of study. 

Pupils in a High School who cannot, or will not, do this work 
should, after a fair trial, be removed from the classes in which the 
trial has been made. It should be borne in mind that there is a vast 
difference between pupils who canno¢ and pupils who wed no¢ do the 
required work. ‘The former should receive our sympathy and our 
help ; the latter should be promptly removed from the school when 
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the fact of their unwillingness is fully determined. The town should 
not be taxed to provide entertainment in the High School for those 
who are unwilling to work. Pupils who put forth every effort to 
succeed but cannot keep pace with the better scholars in the class, 
should be placed in classes by themselves where progress will be 
slower but just as sure, and they should be provided with teachers 
who have proved their skill in teaching, and who have an abounding 
sympathy for slow pupils. 

A High School provided with such teachers as I have described, 
and freed from a class of pupils who have no ambition to become 
scholars, would be a tower of strength in any community, and an 
object of pride far worthier than the most costly school buildings, 
or most artistic furnishings. Winchester is entitled to such a High 
School, but to have it will require .the united efforts of teachers and 
school officers, aided by the intelligent yet kindly criticism of all who 
have the good of our schools at heart.

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Report of Committee on Additional School 
Accommodations.

The undersigned, a Committee appointed at the annual Town 
Meeting of March, 1902, to consider and report upon Articles 15 
and 16 of the warrant for such meeting, respectfully report as fol- 
lows : 


Two Articles were referred to the Committee : 


ArtTIcLE 15. To see if the Town will raise a sum of money by a 
loan to enlarge the present High School building, and to furnish such 
addition to the building. 


ARTICLE 16. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the appointment 
of a committtee to consider the question of additional school accom- 
modations. 


Your Committee organized immediately after the adjournment of 
the town meeting, and after individual investigation and a number of 
stated meetings determined to call a public hearing, which was held 
in the small Town Hall on the evening of Monday, April 7th. This 
meeting was fairly well attended and earnest interest displayed in the 
problems before the Committee by the citizens present. 


The conditions with which the town must deal, as they have de- 
veloped before the Committee, are these : 


The present High School building was erected in 1866 at a cost 
of $15,617.26. In 1886 it was enlarged at a cost of $8,049.75 and 
in 1894 was again enlarged at a further cost of $11,832.51. ‘The 
building as now constructed is intended to accommodate, as an out- 
side limit, 240 pupils. The attendance at times during the last winter 
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term has been 284. ‘This has resulted in the necessity of certain of 
the pupils occupying seats in the laboratories and has also imposed 
pon the pupils and teachers the disadvantage of the attendance of 
two classes in many of the rooms. Your Committee is informed by 
the teachers that this is detrimental to the best results. While the 
building is ina fair state of repair, the heating apparatus in good 
condition and the ventilation adequate, it is not suited in its ap- 
pointments to the modern requirements of high school work, and is 
not -uch a building as the town of Winchester should have for this 
purpose. Your committee also ascertains that the school buildings 
in sections somewhat removed from the center, as, for instance, in 
the Rumford, Chapin and Wyman school districts, are severely taxed, 
and that some relief must necessarily be afforded in these districts. 
The new Wadleigh building is fully occupied. The committee, 
therefore, was met with the problem whether it would be the 
wiser course to recommend that the town begin by affording relief 
in these outlying districts by the erection of one or more smaller 
school houses or to concentrate the efforts of the town upon the 
erection of a new High School building. 


Your committee is satisfied from the information which it has 
received that if a High School building is not at this time con- 
structed, it will be necessary to enlarge the present building, so that 
if the plan were adopted of building smaller school houses in the 
northerly and southerly sections of the town as the necessity to do 
so arises, we should at the same time be obliged to expend a con- 
siderable amount of money in enlarging the present High school 
building. While there is ample space about the building for this 
purpose, its construction is such that any considerable addition seems 
inadvisable. Even an expenditure of $5000 to $7000 would provide 
accommodations for the natural increase in the number of pupils for 
a period not exceeding three years, this estimate being based upon 
the average increase in recent years. 


Your committee, therefore, is of the opinion that the present 
High School building should not be enlarged, and so reports upon 
the first article referred to it. 
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Article 16 of the warrant covers the broad question of additional 
school accommodations. For the reasons which’, have been men- 
tioned above, your committee feels that the best_solution of the 
problem is the erection of a new High School building. At the out- 
set the Committee was met with the financial problem, ano to this it 
has given its earnest thought and consideration. 


The debt of the town to-day is approximately $571,000. Of 
this amount, about $321,000 is water loan and is not included in the 
limit of borrowing capacity of the town. $100,000 is sewer loan. 
This is included in the debt limit, which the committee finds is not 
the case in most towns. ‘The debt exclusive of the water and sewer 
loan is about $150,000. The borrowing capacity upon the last 
annual valuation is about $55,000. It was, therefore, at once made 
apparent that if the town is to erect a High School, special authority 
from the legislature must be procured. Whether such legislation 
could be secured in the present year, your committee is unable to 
state. It could only be done under suspension of the rules. Your 
committee ascertained, however, that in all probability there would 
be no difficulty in obtaining from the legislature, either during the 
present year or early next year, authority to borrow sufficient money 
for the erection of a High School building upon a long time loan. 
The committee recommends that if such loan be applied for, it be 
upon a term of not less than thirty years. These bonds could be 
placed at a low rate of interest, as they would be a desirable invest- 
ment. If such loan were procured it would distribute the cost of 
the High School building over many years, as should be the case. 
It is the hope and recommendation of the committee that if any 
High School building be erected, it shall be of a size and character 
sufficient to afford school accommodations for the higher grades for 
many years to come. 


Your committee has investigated by personal interviews and by 
correspondence the cost of many of the recently erected High 
School buildings. A building to meet the needs of Winchester 
should cost from $100,000 to $125,000. It is the judgment of the 
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committee that the building should accommodate not less than 500 
pupils, and should be equipped with halls and laboratories, and 
facilities suited to the requirements of modern teaching. Your com- 
mittee is convinced that the construction of such a building, which 
it would take approximately two years to erect, would best solve the 
problem before the town. 


Upon the completion and occupation of such new school the pres- 
ent High school building would afford accommodations for about 
300 pupils, as rooms which are now required for high school work 
could be readily fitted for class rooms for other grades. This would 
relieve the pressure upon all the schools of the town and for many 
years avoid the necessity of erecting any new buildings. The need 
of a new High school building is universally admitted. It must 
come, and in the judgment of your Committee the time has arrived 
when the town should bend its energies in this direction. 


In regard to the location of the school—the Committee from the 
beginning has been unanimous that the Howe lot is the proper place 
for the High school building. It is evident that it was the intention 
of Mrs. Howe, in presenting this sightly lot to the town, that it 
should be used for the benefit of the inhabitants, and that the pub- 
lic building constructed upon it should serve as a memorial to her 
father, Zachariah Symmes. No nobler or finer memorial could be 
erected here than a proper High school building, upon which a tab- 
let should be placed, in accordance with the request of Mrs. Howe. 
Your Committee is satisfied that there is no legal bar in the way of 
this action, and as has been said above, feels that the town would in 
no way, by using it for this purpose, violate the wish of the donor of 
the property. There is ample room on the lot for the erection of 
both a school and a library, and ultimately a library should be placed 
there. ‘The school building can be located so as not to interfere 
with such use in the future. 


Your Committee, therefore, recommends that the town, through 
the proper officials, make application to the Legislature for authority 
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to borrow asum not exceeding $125,000, upon a term of years not 
less than thirty, and to devote the proceeds of such Joan to the erec-: 
tion of a High school building upon the Howe lot.

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Thirtieth Annual Report of the Winchester 
Water Board. 


Drke’s MEapow. 


Apart from the ordinary extensions and renewals of water pipes, 
the most important work done by the department is the final diver- 
sion of the water shed known as Dike’s Meadow, from the North 
Reservoir. For several years this matter has received the careful 
consideration of the Water Board and the State Board of Health, 
and it was decided that the welfare of the town required its diver- 
sion. This has taken away about 184 acres of water shed which was 
tributary to the North Reservoir, but we now have a water shed on 
which there is nothing which can pollute the water. 


As there was some doubt regarding the old water courses, and as 
the rights of the owners and the Town were somewhat vague, the 
work was done by the Town, with the consent of the owners, Miss 
Dike paying the Town $1000 as her share of the expense towards 
making a permanent and clean-cut disposition of the water. 


ORDINARY EXTENSIONS. 


The usual amount of ordinary extensions of mains and renewals 
has been made during the past year, but the Board has been unable 
to do much of the work planned, owing to the urgent call for exten- 
sions in other localities than those anticipated. The work done is 
shown inthe report of the Superintendent. 


There is on hand a considerable amount of pipe bought for specific 
purposes which has not as yet been used, but as the bulk of this was 
bought when pipe was about two-thirds its present price, it is a valu- 
able asset, and it is planned to use it during the coming year. 
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West SmpE HIGH SERVICE. 


The Water Board has been petitioned by Messrs. McCall and 
Fernald to establish a high service pumping system for the land 
which they are now developing and on which they have already ex- 
pended considerable money and expect to expend a good deal 
more. 


This property is located on the high land west of Cambridge 
street and north of Arlington street. The land has been laid out 
in large house lots and one street is in process of construction and 
others are tofollow. It is proposed to develop this property for 
the best class of houses and to make it an attractive part of the 
Town. 


The owners claim that they cannot dispose of the lots until they 
can makeadefinite statement to a purchaser that water will be 
brought to the houses as soon as needed, and they therefore desire 
the Town to appropriate a sum necessary to construct a high service 
system. 


The number of lots shown on the plot of the land is 31 varying 
in size from 18,450 to 185,325 square feet each. Most of the lots 
are large. 


If such a system is built it should be made to serve other adja- 
cent property on this high land. 


The Water Board has made preliminary estimates of the work to 
be done and finds that an expenditure of about $16,000 will be 
required to do the work in a substantial way and so that it is in line 
of future growth. 


Theincome from water ‘rates will be small in proportion to the 
expenses of the work, but the owners claim that a large amount of 
taxable property will here be developed which will be of great bene- 
fit to the Town. In fact, the assessed valuation can be increased so 
as tomake a return on the investment as soon as the system is in 
operation. 


We present these facts for the consideration of the Town. 
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ESTIMATED RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES FOR THE YEAR 1908. 


The receipts for the year 1902 were $20,479.78 
The estimated amount for 1903 is about 21,000.00 


As the town grows and the plant increases in size and age a 
larger amount is required for maintenance. 


With some special repairs that should be made there will be needed 
for maintenance, $6,000.00 


As the price of cast iron pipe is about 50% higher than it was 


two years ago, a larger sum is needeu for construction than usual, or 
$10,000. 


The amount required for interest on the water debt is $12,375. 


Of the amount appropriated for construction last year, $12,000, 
$1,000 was used for paying for money borrowed during the preced- 
ing year. $3000 was asked for the particular purpose of increasing 
the water shed at the North Reservoir. It has not been feasible to 
do this during the past year. ‘The money has not been expended 
for any other purpose, and we desire to hold it for the coming year 
for the same purpose for which it was granted originally.

The above estimate for maintenance does not provide for the 
renewal of street mains, which it may be necessary to replace. 
EXTENSION OF .MAINS TO STONEHAM LINE. 


The board has been requested to extend the water pipes on 
Forest street to the Stoneham line. ‘The estimated cost of doing 
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this work is $1600. The probable number of new water takers is 
three and the probable income is $12.00 or # of 1% on the cost. 


The abutters are anxious to have this work done and the board 
would like an expression from the voters as to whether it should be 
carried out. 


In the estimate of the appropriation needed, $1600 has been in- 
cluded for this purpose. 


BILLS AND BALANCES. 


All bills which have been presented have been paid. The balance 
in the maintenance account will be small.- That in the construction 
account will be slightly over $3000. 


METHOD oF RaIsInc Monry For THE DEPARTMENT. 


While it may not be the concern of the Water board as to what 
policy the town pursues in raising the necessary funds for the work 
of the department, it may, on the other hand, be proper for the 
board to make such suggestions as occur to them as to the methods 
which should be used. 


The income for the year 1903 will be about $7,500 less than the 
total cost of running .the department, and this must be raised by 
bonds or taxation. This deficit will decrease as the interest ac- 
count decreases and the income increases. The debt is being 
reduced by the payment of bonds and the money for the same is 
raised by taxation, but no provision has been made to offset the 
depreciation, beyond the ordinary extension of pipes and renewals, 
and both of these items have been charged to construction account. 
The cost of the pipes in town has been slightly over $200,000. The 
charge for depreciation should be about 2% a year, or $4,000, and 
unless this account is allowed for, new bonds must be issued to meet 
the cost of renewals, which increase in amount as the plant gets 
older. Any concern which ignores the depreciation of its plant will 
come to grief sometime. 
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In the past all renewals have been charged up as construction and 
apparently have added to the value of the plant. They sometimes 
have done so to the extent of increasing its capacity, but not to the 
full amount of the cost. It does not seem right to raise money to 
be spent for this purpose, by bonds, but rather from the income of 
the department, or by taxation if no fund is laid aside for this pur- 
pose. 


The proper way to get a permanent reduction of rates is to de- 
crease the debt, thus reducing the interest charge, which is now 
about half the total expense of running the department. 


We make these suggestions so that the Appropriations committee 
and the voters may possibly be aided in the decision as to the 
amount which should be raised by bonds or taxation. 


We believe that all of the receipts from water rates should be 
devoted to the work of the water department and interest on the 
water debt, and this department, if possible, should be self support- 
ing; that all funds except for extraordinary enlargement should 
come from the water rates, and that the rates should not be reduced 
again until the income is sufficient for this purpose. 


All systems of taxation are more or less unequal, but the revenue 
raised by water rates is more fairly distributed among all who should 
pay for the support of the municipality than by any other mode of 
taxation. ; 


If any money is to be raised for the high service system for the 
West side, it should properly be by an issue of bonds.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SEWER COM- 
MISSIONERS FOR THE YEAR 1902.

We have built about 4.5 of a mile of Street Sewer and made 89 
house connections during the year, a total length to date of 19.57 
miles of Street Sewers, and 704 house connections or 8.59 miles.

Balance due on sewer assessments, 6,071.81 
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The balance of cash on hand together with sewer assessments due 
will probably be ample for the needs of this department for another 
year, but it will soon become necessary for the town to make provi- 
sion for future extensions of the sewerage system. 


Included in the sewer assessments due is a claim of $1651.71, 
against land of L. V. Niles and others, situated on Bacon st., Lake- 
view road, and the Park way for sewers built therein, and this claim 
we have thus far been unable to collect. 


Soon after the beginning of sewer construction in 1894 we asked 
the Town Counsel what course to pursue in building sewers in 
private streets or ways and he gave us the following form of agree- 
ment. “We, the undersigned abuttors and owners on 
street, do hereby assent to the laying of a-sewer in said street, the 
same as in public streets,” and this agreement when duly signed was 
to include an assessment and all other conditions pertaining to 
sewers built in public streets, and in every other such case this was 
clearly understood and the assessments paid. 


The assessments in this case not having been paid a suit was 
brought to enforce payment, and on this form of agreement the case 
was decided against the town. 


We think it possible, however, that some way may be found by 
which these .parties may yet be obliged to pay their proportionate 
part of the cost for the use of the town-sewers. 


The entire system is clean and in good condition, and no repairs 
have been necessary during the year. 


Further details of construction and finances may be found in the 
reports of the Superintendent and Auditor.

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SEWER SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Sewer Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN,—Herein I submit my annual report for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1902. 


I shall not go into the details of the work this season, as the work 
is similar to that done in previous years. 


Construction on house connections began about April 1, and con- 
tinued without interruption until Dec. 1. 


The amount of linear feet constructed is not as much as last year, 
as no sewers have been built except on petition. 


The section in the Mystic Valley Parkway, from Mystic avenue to 
Lloyd street, was a hard section to construct, the material encount- 
ered being hard gravel and considerable ledge. 


On account of the curves in this Parkway it was necessary to build 
a larger number of manholes than usual. The Park Commissioners 
granted the location on the easterly side of the Boulevard, the man- 
holes to come within the planting space. Other than it made the 
work more expensive it is a good location. 


In Maxwell road and Lloyd street the material encountered was 
coarse gravel and a great many boulders, and the greater portion 
required sheeting. ‘These two streets were quite expensive, as the 
cuts were quite deep and in the total length of about 1300 feet, 
ten manholes were required. ‘The grades in this section are very 
flat in parts, not over four inches fall in 100 feet. The pipe 
required very careful grading and lining, but up to the present time 
the sewage is running perfectly. ‘This district is the lowest in town, 
and it. is fortunate to be able to have drainage without resorting to 
pumps. 


All occupied houses at the present time are connected with the 
sewer in these two streets. A short section of sewer has been laid 
in Park road at the average cost. 
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In Swanton street a 10-inch sewer has been laid from the Metro- 
politan sewer to Loring avenue. 


The most expensive part of this piece was the connection with 
the Metropolitan sewer. 


This connection has a regulating apparatus and check valve, each 
in separate manholes. A good gravel foundation was obtained here. 
The bottom of these manholes were reinforced with Portland 
cement concrete, and when work was completed it was found to be 
perfectly tight. The foundations were carried down some over five 
feet below water, but no steam pump was required. We used in- 
stead a hydraulic siphon belonging to the department, which handled 
the water perfectly, requiring no attention. This piece of apparatus 
paid for itself a great many times over on this one piece of work, 
doing the work of at least six hand pumps. 


The balance of the work in Swanton st. was comparatively easy, 
except that ditch required sheeting the entire length. 


The section in Loring av. from Swanton st. to Lockwan st. was in 
loose sand and gravel, having from 7 to 15 foot cuts. At times only 
a few men were employed on this street, and we were some time in 
completing same, but the cost was not above the average. 


This sewer and the one in Swanton street comprise the outfall for 
this secjion of the town. 


The following table gives the lengths, sizes, etc., of sewers con- 
structed this season. 
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HousE CONNECTION. 


This branch of the Department’s work is carried on in the same 
way as in previous years. 
Precautions are taken against tree roots entering the pipes at 


joints by re-enforcing same with concrete. More connections have 
been made this year than last. The reason being that the section 
of sewer constructed in Lloyd street and Maxwell road was for the 
relief of a bad condition. Houses were very closely located also 
very near the street lines, and cesspools were very unsatisfactory. 
The number of connections constructed in the balance of the town 
was about the average. 


One connection on Hillside avenue failed to work this year and 
upon examination tree roots were found growing through a joint. 
These were readily taken out—a piece of wood about eight inches 
long was also found at the same point which made the stoppage 
more complete. 


This is the only stoppage that has occurred in any connection 
that the department has constructed. The average cost of connec- 
tions this year is a fraction over fifty cents per linear foot on prem- 
ises, but this cost does not include that of man holes. 


This compares with cost of other years and also very favorably 
with that of other towns. 


The fact of our having no stoppages, with the exception of the one 
this year shows that the work has been done properly, and even at 
some extra expense it pays inthe end to do the work in the most 
careful manner. 


MAINTENANCE. 


The maintenance is carried onin the same manner as in former 
years, and there is no doubt but what it is a proper way to maintain 
the sewers so as to keep them in a sanitary condition. 


No stoppages have occurred in the main sewers since they have 
been put into use. 
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The method employed prevents any accumuiation of grease and if 
this is not allowed to collect on the sides of pipes there is less liabil- 
ity of other things catching to cause stoppage. 


The time of four men are required for four or five weeks to pull 
the brushes through the system and to clean the several siphons. 


All regulating apparatus are painted and cleaned each year. 


We have started on this year’s cleaning and should be finished by 
February Ist if weather permits. All tools of the Department are 
cleaned and painted when work is finished outside. It has not been 
necessary to purchase many tools this season, a few shovels and picks 
being the main articles. 


Very few tools are lost owing in a measure to their being painted. 


The equipment of the department as a whole is in good order. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


A great deal of my time this season has been taken upon other 
work for the several departments, also the time of my assistant. 


A greater variety of work and more of it came up this year than 
last. 


Plans and profiles have been and are being made to complete 
record of the season’s work. 


The assessment schedules are being made up and will be com- 
pleted on or before February first. 


Owing to the inability to make assessments on property belonging 
to the state the amount of assessment will be small as applied to the 
section built in the Mystic Valley Parkway, as only the easterly side 
can be assessed. 


A list of tools, etc., has been given the auditor, and an approxi- 
mate value placed on same. I am pleased to say that no accident 
of any nature has occurred on the work this season. | 


There has not since 1895 been an accident of a man injured on 
account of insecure bracing or falling in of trenches. It has been 
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the policy to take extra precaution even at some extra cost, rather 
than have an accident occur. 


We have on hand enough pipe, except, perhaps, five inch, to last 
us next year, and perhaps longer, that is if we do not construct 
more sewers than we have this season. 

Pipe has been delivered by Blanchard, Kendall & Co., on the 
work according to agreement. We still have a balance due us. 
Cement, both Portland and Rosendale, has been furnished by 
Blanchard, Kendall & Co. 


Brick was furnished by The Spires, Fish Co. at $8.80 per M, f. 
o. b. Winchester. 


Manhole castings were furnished by Osgood, and Witherly. 
Devonshire $5 per set. 


Large rings $6 delivered on line of work. 


The stock and material used in the work this year has been of the 
best and the entire work has been done thoroughly. 


The work while in progress has had careful inspection. Care has 
been taken to see that proper foundations were obtained, and that 
branches for house connections were properly placed.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENGINE 
HOUSE AND TOWN STABLE. 


WINCHESTER, Mass., Feb. 9, 1908. 


In the warrant for the March meeting of 1902 were the following 
articles : 


Articte 11. To see if the Town will authorize a loan by the 
issue of the notes or bonds of the Town, appropriate the proceeds 
thereof to buy or take a lot of land, on which to build an engine 
house, build and furnish such an engine house, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


Art. 17. Toseeif the Town will appropriate a sum of money for 
the building of a new town stable, or for altering or repairing of the 
present one. 


Acting under these articles it was voted : 


That a committee of five be appointed at this meeting to con- 
sider the subject matter of Articles 11 and 17, this committee to 
report to the Town at the earliest possible date. 


The committee appointed consisted of Daniel B. Badger, Frank 
Barr, Daniel W. Pratt, Chas. T. Main and J. J. Fitzgerald. 

The committee organized by electing Daniel W. Pratt chairman, 
and Daniel B. Badger clerk. 


The committee has had several meetings, has examined the pres- 
ent stable and engine house, has examined various locations which 
seemed to be available for the erection of new buildings, and now 
beg to submit the following report: 
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PRESENT LOCATION. 


The town stable and engine house are located close together on 


Winchester place which is in the center of the town. The Town 
owns the land on which the buildings are situated and hires ata 
small rental some land in the rear, which is used for storage purposes, 
also passage way to Pleasant street. 


In the rear of the stable the stone crusher is now located. 


PRESENT STABLE. 


The present stable is a wooden building 22x40, one story witha 
cellar and hay loft. It has very scant accommodations for ten 
horses. It was an old building which was bought from Dr. Winsor 
and moved to this location in 1872, and it is probably now about 40 
years old. It is in avery bad condition. The foundations are set- 
tled, the floors and sills are rotted, and the whole structure is be- 
yond repair. ‘The sanitary condition is very bad. There is no ques- 
tion as to the need of a new stable. Your committee is unanimous 
in the opinion that action should be taken immediately towards the 
construction of a new stable. Its location will be discussed later. 
The horses belonging to the Street Department, ten of them, are 
kept in this stable. The horse belonging to the Sewer Department 
is kept in a private stable on the West side. The horse belonging 
to the Water Department is boarded out at a livery stable. 


PRESENT ENGINE House. 


The present engine house is incommodious for horses and 
apparatus, and is filled with such disagreeable odors that the men 
refuse to sleep there. This is caused by having the horses under the 
sleeping rooms. ‘The building is also somewhat out of repair. 


The location is such as to require considerable care when the 
apparatus comes out on to Pleasant St., otherwise the present 
location seems to be as good as any suggested and has some distinct 
advantages over any other we have looked at. 
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PLANS SUGGESTED. 


Several plans are suggested for remedying in part or in whole the 
poor conditions. 


One plan, which we will call number one, is to purchase land 
sufficient to build both engine house and stable at separate locations, 
and both different from the present location. 


Another, or second plan, is to purchase land for, and to build a 
new engine house at some more convenient location, and to change 
the present engine house into a stable. 


A third plan is to purchase the lot adjacent to the lot now occupied 
by the stable and to build a new stable on this lot and the old one, 
and to repair and add to the present engine house so as to make it 
more commodious and convenient and to improve the sanitary con- 
dition so as to make it suitable for man and beast. 


A fourth plan is to buy land in another location, having in mind 
the need of a town yard, near the railroad, and building a stable on 
such a lot, and to repair and add to the present engine house as in 
plan three. 


If the Town could afford it your committee would recommend 
that the first plan, of both buildings new in other locations be carried 
out. The probable expense of this plan is as follows: 


Land for Engine House, $6,000.00 


New Engine House, 22,000,00 
Land for Stable, 6,000.00 
New Stable, 12,000.00 
Incidental expense about 10% of above, 4,000.00 

$50,000.00 


If the second plan were carried out, that of a new engine house and 
repairing the old engine house for a stable, the probable expense is 
as follows :— 


Land for new Engine House, $6,000.00 
New Engine House, 22,000.00 
Changing Engine House into Stable and repairs on same, 3,000.00 
Place for storage of wagons, 1,000.00 
Incidental expense about 10% on above, ; 3,000.00 

$35,000.00 


If the third plan is carried out the probably expense will be as 
follows :— 


Additional land for stable on Winchester Place, $4,500.00 
New Stable, : 12,000.00 
Repairs on old Engine House, 6,000.00 
Incidental expenses about 10% of above, 2,500.00 

$25,000.00 


If the fourth plan is carried out, that of a new stable in a new 
location, and the present Engine House repaired, the probable 
expense is as follows :— 


Land for new Stable and yard, $6,000.00 
New Stable, 12,000.00 
Repairs on old Engine House, 6,000.00 
Incidental expense about 10% of above, 2,500.00 
$26,500.00 

If property is bought described later for site of stable and town 
yard, deduct value of sand and gravel, 3,500.00 
Leaving net cost, $23,000.00 


DESCRIPTION OF WORK PROPOSED IN EACH PLAN. 


Pian 1. A new Engine House of brick arranged for Steamer 
hook and ladder, hose carriage and chemical, with stalls for the 
necessary horses for the above on the first floor, and with instrument, 
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sleeping and recreation rooms, and hay and grain loft on the second 
floor. 


A new brick stable with accommodations for wagons in first story, 
twenty stalls, office and harness room on second floor; and hay and 
grain loft above. 


Pitan 2. A new engine house asin Planl. ‘The present engine 
house to be repaired and changed over for the accommodation of 
sixteen horses on first floor, and with hay loft above. ‘This plan 
would necessitate a separate storage place for wagons and necessitate 
alteration of the top story for storage of hay and grain. 


Pian 38. A new stable as in planil. The present engine house 
to be repaired and to have an addition on the rear the full width of 
the building and 238 feet deep, containing in the first story nine stalls 
so that three horses could be kept for each piece of apparatus when 
necessary. The second story to be devoted to a hay and grain loft. 
With this done the present engine house would probably be good 
for from 10 to 15 years to come. 


Pitan 4. Same as Plan 2, except that stable would be in different 
location and in connection with town yard. 


Town YARD. 


The advisability of having a town yard has been discussed several 
times before. At the present time there is no place where the 
several departments can receive and store the materials needed for 
their work. The sewer department has a lot of material stored in 
the yard of the Swanton st. hose house, also on private land on the 
West side, to which it must be carted from the railroad and recarted 
to the various jobs underway. This is not only an expense, but an 
annoyance to adjacent private property. The Water and Sewer 
departments are now storing their stock by sufferance in the freight 
yard of the B. & M. Railroad. The Street department has some 
leased land in the rear of the present stable. = - 
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The best available place for such a yard is at Swanton street near 
the freight yard where the spur track is now in and which is near the 
freight office. 


. Aproposal has been made to the committee by Mr. S. C. Small to 
sell 112,071 square feet of land which he values at five cents per 


foot, or | $5,603.55 
and side track valued at 542.00 
or a total of $6,145.55 


Mr. Small will sell this property to the town for $6,000.00. There 
is on this property sand and gravel estimated by Mr. Small and by 
the Town Engineer to be 50,000 cubic yards, which has a value for 
town use of at least $3,500, which would make a net cost of the 
land to the town of not over $2,500. 


Some objection has been raised to this location owing to its some- 
what remoteness from the center of the town. While this may be 
a disadvantage, it would be a distinct advantage to remove the stable 
and stone crusher from the center and locate them elsewhere. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Your committee is unanimous in its recommendation for a new 
stable. Itis not unanimous in its other recommendations. 


On account of the financial condition of the town and the need 
of fire protection on the West side at an estimated expense of $15,- 
000.00 a majority are in favor of keeping the expense down to a 
minimum and, therefore, favor either plan two or four. A majority 
favor planfour. None of the committee are in favorof plan one 
or three. One is in favor of plan two. A summary of the recom- 
mendations of the committee is as follows : 


One member favors plan two, a new engine house at a new loca- 
tion and changing over the old engine house for a town stable at an 
expense of about $33,000.00, or building a new stable in connection 
with town yard at Swanton street, and doing nothing with present 
engine house, at an expense of $20,500.00 gross or $17,000.00 net. 
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Four members favor plan four, a new stable and town yard at 
Swanton street, and present engine house remodelled at a gross ex- 
pense of about $26,500.00 anda net expense after deducting the 
value of sand and gravel of about $23,000.00.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


January 1, 1903. 


Complying with the provisions of Article 1, Section II, of the 
Town By-laws, the auditor presents the following statements of the 
receipts, disbursements and balances of the several departments for 
the year ending December 31, 1902, also tables showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town, and other statistics that may be of 
interest to the citizens. 

I take this occasion to recommend that the Town employ an 
accountant to do the book-keeping in this office, as nine-tenths of 
the work is clerical. If the proposed system of municipal account- 
ing should become a State law, this would be imperative. 

I also recommend that the Tree warden and Insect pest extermin- 
ation accounts be consolidated into one account, to be called Shade 
Trees and the balances transferred by vote of the Town, also that 
one appropriation be made for Shade trees in 1903. 

I have examined the securities and accounts of the Z. Symmes 
Fund, Fletcher Fund, Howe Library Fund and Daniel’s Library 
Fund and find the securities on hand and the statement of income 
and disbursements correctly stated as per detailed report published 
by the Treasurer. I have also examined the Skilling’s Library Fund 
and find the cash on hand in Winchester Savings Bank and the 
account as published by the Library Trustees correct. 

The books of the Treasurer have been examined each month, the 
cash on hand verified, and they have been found correct. I have 
also examined the Collector’s books, verifying his receipts and 
amounts paid by him to the Treasurer, and they have been found 
correct. 

There is on file in this office a detailed list of unpaid taxes, Dec.
